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INTRODUCTION 



What is here transcribed is so much of the record of the 
Gloucestershire eyre of 1221 as relates to pleas of the crown. 
Perhaps it may be welcome, not only to some students of English 
law, but also (if such a distinction be maintainable) to some stu- 
dents of English history. It is a picture, or rather, since little imagin- 
ative art went to its making, a photograph of English life as it was 
early in the thirteenth century, and a photograph taken from a 
point of view at which chroniclers too seldom place themselves. 
What is thence visible in the foreground is crimei and crime of a 
vulgar kind — ^murder and rape and robbery. This would be worth 
seeing even were there no more to be seen, for crime is a fact of 
which history must take note, but the political life of England is in 
a near background. We have here, as it were, a section of the 
body politic which shows just those most vital parts, of which, 
because they were deep-seated, the soul poHtic was hardly conscious, 
the system of local govemment and police, the organization of 
county, hundred, and township. 

It is not indeed supposed that there is anything in this roll 
which should startle any one who has leamt the stoiy of our con- 
stitution and the stoiy of our criminal law from the best modem 
books, still less any one versed in Bracton's treatise De Coranay 
and such other first-hand authorities as are aheady in print ; but it 
is believed that a large stock of examples, given with all their con- 
crete details, may serve to provide a body of flesh and blood for the 
ancient rales which, whether in the pages of Bracton or in those of 
modem historians, are apt to seem abstract, unreal, impracticable, 

For the reason just given this brief preface will attempt no 
general account of the criminal law as it was in the days of Heniy 
the Third. The main outlines are well known, while as to details 
discussion would as yet be premature; much more transcrip- 
tion will have to be done before such discussion can be safe or 
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profitable. Some explanations of particular cases and phrases have 
been placed at the end of this book. The rolls themselves, and 
the mode in which they have been copied, shall be described here- 
after. Here it is proposed to recall some facts about the year 1221 
vhich should be had in mind if the best use is to be made of our 
document. 

First as to legal literature. In 1221 more than thirty years had 
passed since the writing of the book which bears the name of 
Ranulf Glanvill, and somewhat more than thirty years were yet to 
come before Bracton's book would be written. Our roll is one of 
the earliest that Bracton cites ; the time to which he looked back 
as to a golden age of jurisprudence was just beginning, and Martin 
PateshuU, the hero of his book, was among the judges who sat at 
Gloucester*. 

Again, this was the first eyre held in Gloucestershire since the 
abolition of the ordeal. We thus catch sight of trial by jury at a 
most interesting and critical moment of its development. 

A greater number of remembrances may be called up by saying 
that this was the first eyre in Gloucestershire after the grant of the 
great Charter. The Charter, it will be remembered, was sealed on 
i5th June, I2i5'. John did not mean to keep it ; the Pope, once 
his enemy, but now his liege lord and best friend, absolved him from 
his oath, and in the autumn of the same year the war broke out '. 
That war lasted on and off for just about two years. Our roll will 
oflen mention this iempus guerre^, but not perhaps quite so often as 
we might expect, did we not know that the western counties were 
not the scene of much serious fighting. John's grip on them was

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tight; they had long been in the hands of his most trasty foreign 
captains ; they became the base of his military power. At first he 
was successful, ravaged the midlands and the north, and subdued 
nearly all England, save London only*. The arrival of the French 
turned the scale, but not decisively, and apparently John was by no 
means conquered when on igth October, 1216, he died'. On the 
28th Henry the Third, a boy of nine, was crowned, and crowned, 
be it noted, at Gloucester'. On the i2th of November the charter 
was issued a second time, and issued at BristoP. The war wenton 
broken by traces. The barons began to see that they had made a 
mistake in bringing over the French king's son ; they were fighting, 
too, against the whole power of Rome, and one by one they fell 
away and made their peace with Henry'. On the 2oth of May, 
12 17, the battle of Lincoln decided that Henry was to reign; in 
August a fight at sea completed the victory^ At Lambeth, on the 
iith of September, a treaty honourable to all parties was signed^, 
and the tempus guerre came to an end. On the 6th of November 
the third edition of the charter was issued'. 

The real ralers of England at the beginning of Henr/s reign 
were William the Earl Marshall and Gualo the Pope's legate ; but 
not for long: in December 12 18 Gualo was succeeded byPandulf, 
and on the i^th of May, 1219, WiUiam Marshall died^^ Power 
came to the hands of Hubert de Burgh the justiciar. When in 
1221 the judges were at Gloucester, Pandulf, who for a while had 
lorded it over all men, was just ceasing to be legate and becoming 
mere bishop of Norwich". But Hubert was not left without a rival. 
He was to begin his long straggle against Peter des Roches and 
the swarm of foreigners. 

At the moment when our eyre took place the question of the 
time was whether the justiciar would be able to get into trastier 
hands the casdes which were still held by the aliens. So early as 
13 18 Ralph de Gaugi had broken out in revolt". Not long 
before the judges were sent to Gloucester one of them, Robert 
Lexing^on, had been aiding in the suppression of a still more

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dangerous outburst, that of William of Albemarle^ Just when the 
judges at Gloucester were making inquiry into the past misdoings 
of Engelard of Cigogn^, this same Engelard was under suspicion 
of complicity in Albemarle's treason. In 1223 Fawkes of Breaut^ 
was up in arms*; in the next year his brother William caught and 
imprisoned Henry Braybrook, one of the judges in ejrre, and nearly 
succeeded in catching Martin Pateshull himself '. William was 
hanged, Fawkes was banished ; but in the end Hubert fell, to be 
supplanted for a while by Peter des Roches and the foreigners^ 

But all this is better told elsewhere. The treaty of Lambeth was 
about a year old when an effort was made to do justice throughout 
the land. Seven sets of judges were sent out in eyre. Almost all 
the counties were to be visited ; but not quite all : what we may call 
the mid-westem counties were excepted, Gloucester, Hereford, 
Worcester, Stafford, Shropshire, Warwick, Leicester^ The reason 
for this may have been that bad as matters migbt be in those 
counties (and certainly we shall have canse to think that Gloucester 
wanted a visitation) they were worse elsewhere. It seems probable 
that this westem district was not quite neglected. There was a gaol 
delivery at Hereford in the autumn of 1220*, and there is extant a 
roU which is believed to show that earlyin 12 19 judges weresitting 
at Warwick to take assizes from just these excepted counties. But 
the word assize must not mislead us ; in this context it means a 
possessory action touching land, an action in which, to use Brac- 
ton's terms, the plaintiff relies, not upon domtnium^ but upon 
possessto. A commission to take assizes is one thing, a commission 
to deliver a gaol is another, a commission to hear all manner of 
pleas in a general eyre is a third. 

At any rate, in the summer of 1221 the turn for these counties 
came ; there was to be an eyre in them and also in Comwall and 
Wiltshire. 

Seven judges were sent out ; but only six sat at Gloucester, for 
the seventh was Ralph Musard, who for some years past had been 
and stili was sheriff of the county. In obedience to the rule 
solemnly sanctioned by the great charter he was specially forbidden

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to sit as one of the judges within his own shire^ This body of 
seven judges was what we should call a very strong commission, 
and seemingly all of them were men who had either served John 
well in his evil hour or at least had taken no overt part against 
him ; they did not belong to the baronial party '. 

The first judge named in the commission was Simon, Abbot of 
Reading. He must have been an able, intrepid man, otherwise 
Innocent the Third would not have chosen him to publish the 
sentence of excommunication against the champions of the charter'. 
The second name is that of Randolf, Abbot of Evesham. It is 
not known that either of these prelates was by profession a lawyer, 
or was ever employed as a royal judge save on this one occasion *. 
£ut the book to which we most naturally look for an account of Abbot 
Randolf reminds us that at this time a monastic life was by no 
means incompatible with a zealous study and practice of the law '. 
The Abbey of Evesham had several suits to prosecute and defend 
before the judges at Gloucester, and likely enough was represented 
by its prior, Thomas Marlborough, who was to succeed Randolf in 
the abbotcy. The lively chronicle that he has left us shows him to 
have been heart and soul a lawyer. He had presided over the law 
school at Oxford * ; he gave his monastery a library of law-books ; 
for years he fought the Bishop of Worcester from court to court ; 
he himself pleaded the cause of Evesham betore the holy see, and 
that he might plead it better he went to Bologna to hear the lectures 
of Azo, that ' master of all masters of the law,' in whose books 
Bracton found many things that he made law for England '^, In the 
keen delight of successfiil advocacy he has told us how his too 
fluent adversary bored the pope with tedious argument, and how the

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wearied Innocent at last broke out into his famous remark about 
the influence of English beer *. These clerical lawyers are memor- 
able, for the very rapid development of English law, in the first 
seventy years of the thirteenth century, was in great measure due to 
the fact that the caustdia vfere also cknct) men whose education had 
been liberal and catholic and who were not ashamed to learn from 
all quarters. From that time onward the quality of the English 
lawyer's intellect became steadily worse, and for two centuries after 
Bracton*s death not a law-book was written worthy to be kept in 
the same room with Bracton's book. 

The third judge (also an ecclesiastic) is more famous, for he was 
Martin Pateshull, Bracton's Mariinus, Dominus MariinuSy or yet 
more briefly M, Clearly Bracton, writing near thirty years after 
his death, reverenced him as the greatest of all great judges. In 
the mere dropping of his sumame there may lie something that is 
not familiarity but elaborate compliment In the thirteenth century 
to call a lawyer Mariinus^ Dominus MariinuSy still more to cite his 
opinions as those of M, was to challenge for him a comparison with 
one of the very greatest of all the civilians, the Martinus of world- 
wide fame, Martin of Bologna, and Bracton may well be saying — 
' We Englishmen also have our Martinus.' At least it is plain that 
PateshuU was an enthusiast for law. His best memorial is the 
well-known letter in which some nameless person begs to be let off 
the arduous duty of going circuit along with the terrible Martin : — 
' He is so strong, so sedulous, that he wears out all his fellows : nor 
is this surprising, for every day he begins work at sunrise and does 
not stop until nightfall*. Every day, quoiidie:' — this must be read 
literally, for the evidence in roUs of this time that the judges in eyre 
sat on Sundays is but too clear '. Martin died Dean of St. Pau^s in 
Nov. 1229, *vir mirae prudentiae et legum terrae peritus*.* The 
amount of hard riding, let alone justice, that he had done is almost 
beyond belief.

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With these were joined two other regular judges of the king's 
court, Robert Lexington (another ecclesiastic) and Ralph Hareng. 
The list ends with John of Monmouth, a baron powerful in the 
west, a good servant of King John, an executor of his will. 

It is not improbable that among the clerks who recorded the 
proceedings of the court was a lawyer whom Bracton esteemed 
second to none but the great Martin. A Warwickshire roU has 
been preserved which belongs to this ^yxt *. At the veiy foot of 
one of its parchments its scribe has written without context what 
can hardly be other than his own name, Will, de Raleg, William 
Raleigh, as judge, minister, bishop, had a long and stormy career 
before him. Famous in many ways, the number of his judgments 
cited by Bracton, and the vast importance of Bracton's book, 
entitle him to be called one of the main fashioners of the common 
law. 

While we are speaking of men, there are some others of a dif- 
ferent kind who should be mentioned, for they are often named in 
this roll. The best commentary on their names is a section in the 
first edition of the Great Charter *. * We/ the king is made to say, 
* will utterly put out from their bailiwicks the kinsmen {partntes) of 
Gerard of Ath^e, that henceforth they may have no bailiwick in 
England, Engelard of Cigogn^, Andrew, Peter, Gio of Chanceaux, 
Gio of Cigogn^, Geoffrey of Martigny and his brothers, Philip 
Mark and his brothers, and Geoffrey his nephew, and their whole 
foUowing (seqtdelamy They were foreign adventurers, the instru- 
ments of John*s misrule. Several of them will come before us, for 
Gio of Chanceaux had held Tewkesbury and Peter of Chanceaux 
had held Bristol ; but our chief concern is with Gerard of Ath^e 
and Engelard of Cigogn^, both sheriffs of Gloucestershire. 

Gerard of Ath^e (if all that was said of him be true) was a 
villein, his father and mother were villeins, his lord was the lord of 
Amboise ' ; Ath^e, Cigogn^, Chanceaux are in Touraine, between 
Amboise and Loches. Some now forgotten exploits of border war- 
fare may have raised this base-born man above his fellow-serfs. 
The first thing told of him is that on the death of King Richard, 
when the question was what should be John*s and what Arthur's,

xiv INTRODUCTION. 

Gerard helped to secure for John the strongholds of Chinon and 
Loches ^. In 1202 war broke out between John and Philip; Tours 
was taken by Philip, retaken by John, and committed by John to 
Gerard^s keeping*. Thenceforward Gerard was John's seneschal in 
Touraine'. He treated his own native land so ill as to give a 
French chronicler cause to remember that a foe of one's own 
household is the worst of foes and a slave the worst of tyrants *. 
The war went against John ; but when almost all else was lost, 
Gerard was still defending Loches with ferocious bravery '. Loches 
fell and Gerard was made prisoner '. £ut John now wanted him 
in England and paid a great ransom for him, seemingly two 
thousand marks ; but Gerard was cheap at the price ''. 

To England he came in 1 207 with his kinsmen and companions 
in arms, Andrew, Peter, and Gio of Chanceaux, and Engelard of 
Cigogn^. A Hampshire manor was at once given to these last to 
support them in the king's service ". On Grerard himself favours 
were poured He must have been a man after John's own heart. 
Within a few months the county and castle of Gloucester, the 
casde of Bristol, the lands of the see of Bath, the castle and 
county of Hereford, the wide honour of Gloucester, were put in 
his keeping '. During the interdict the churches of the west felt 
his hand heavy upon them ". He disseised Cirencester Abbey of 
its seven hundreds *\ he robbed the very lepers of Bristol **. He 
was let fly for higher game than monks or lepers. When John 
wished to strike down William of Braose, Gerard was the man 
employed for the work^'. The place that his name has in the 
charter will tell how the barons hated him. They did not forget 
his servile birth ; they spoke of his sequela^ a word by which one 
describes the family, if family it may be called, of a villein. But 
from the very words of the charter we may gather that he was 
ah-eady beyond their power. He is last mentioned as a living man

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in Sept. 1213^ The rolls, until then eloquent about his doings, 
become suddenly silent 

But some time before this Gerard was succeeded in the shrievalty 
of Gloucestershire by his kinsman Engelard of Cigogn^. Engelard 
had been very busy in the west with the king's afifairs for some 
seven years before the sentence of banishment went out against 
him at Runnymede. £ut ' covenants without the sword are but 
words/ and the sword was with Engelard. John was not going to 
put him away; he was much too useful*. True that about a 
month after the grant of the charter, the Ralph Musard who has 
been named above as one of the judges commissioned in laai, 
relieved Engelard of Gloucestershire ' ; but Engelard was wanted 
elsewhere, and must have proved himself a splendid soldier. At 
the most critical moment, when Lewis was about to land, the 
county of Surrey and the important fortresses of Odiham and 
Windsor were intrusted to Engelard*. The defence of Odiham 
by thirteen men against an army is the most brilliant episode of 
the war. Engelard himself was in Windsor and stood a long siege 
stubbomly and successfiilly '. When the new reign began there 
could be no talk of banishing him. The charter, as re-issued in 
13 16 and again in 12 17, had no word against the defender of 
Windsor. On the contrary, he was richly rewarded with lands and 
wardships, and drew a handsome pension from the Exchequer^ 
When the judges at Gloucester were investigating what he had 
done as sheriff, he still held Windsor and Odiham. It is reported 
that just at this time, being suspected of treason, he was arrested 
and forced to give pledges to deliver up Windsor when required ''. 
Certainly, however, there was as yet no very serious breach between 
him and the king's advisers^. When in 1222, as a consequence 
of this eyre, he was pressed to pay the large sum that was due 
from him in respect of his long shrievalty, he succeeded in estab- 
lishing a set-off for the whole debt, having, as he said, spent much 
money of his own in fortifying Bristol and Hereford *. But the 
next outbreak, that of Fawkes of Breaut^ in the autumn of 1223 ^^,

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brought him into more serious trouble. At the end of the year 
Windsor and Odiham were taken from him ^ But he soon made 
his peace', kept clear of the raid upon the judges, and went on 
drawing his pension*. Then he fought in Gascony*, and likely 
enough did good service, for plainly he was a master of his craft. 
At any rate he regained whatever royal favour he had lost. He 
again held castles for the king, and in 1234 even Windsor and 
Odiham were given back to him, at a moment when the doings of 
Peter des Roches and his foUowers may have thrown into the 
shade all older oppressions *. Some ten years later, near thirty 
years after his banishment, he died and left no heir •. He died in 
the king's debt, but the debt was forgiven in consideration of his 
past services. Odiham, if not Windsor, he held at his death, and 
his successor there was another foreigner named Simon of Mont- 
fort. The best that has been said of him is, ' vir in opere martio 
probatissimus''.* These hated foreign sheriffs are important figures 
in the history of English law, as important after their kind as 
Mardn Pateshull or William Raleigh. 

Now as to the way in which these self-made men had conducted 
themselves in the county of Gloucester our record may speak for

An Engelard of AtWe is sometimes mentioned, 
but any one who compares the references given above will, I think, conclude 
that he and Engel. of Cigogn^ were all one. There is never mention of more 
than one Engelard at a time. When chroniclers mention Eng. of Athee it is 
as keeper of Windsor, while in the Close and Patent Rolls the keeper of Windsor 
is always Engel. of Cigogn^. In the Excerpts from the Fine RoUs (vol. i. 
pp. 423-4) there are two entries immediately foUowing each other, the one 
supposes that Engel. of Ath^e, the other that Engel. of Cigogn^, is just dead. 
We have it from Wendover that Engelard was the ftepos of Gerard of Ath^e 
(vol. iii. p. 238). Lastly, unless I am mistaken, the two places are within a 
few mUes of each other. It may be seen, on a large-scale map of the modem 
department of Indre et Loire, tbat close to Amboise, and close to Loches, are 
Ath^e, Cigogn^, Chanceaux, and by my speUing, I have expressed the inference 
that thence did Gerardus de Athiis, de Atya, etc, Engelardus de Cigoniis, de

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itself. There is matter in it which will abundantly illustrate more 
than one clause of Magna Carta. In the thirteenth century the 
sherifif of a county was still a most powerfiil person, and during the 
misgovemment of John's reign he recovered in fact, if not of right, 
some of the power that he had already lost. Taking ransom for 
all the pleas of the crown, that is the chief charge against these 
people, in other words, binding and loosing that they may get 
money for themselves and sheep and wives for their hangers-on ^ 
Even more noteworthy than the direct charges against them is the 
curious tone of suspicion in which the jurors speak about them ; 
they cannot say what Gerard, Engelard, and Gio may have done, 
but presumably it was wrong \ 

To return; on the i6th May, 1221, writs were issued to the 
seven judges by which they were bidden to begin their eyre at 
Worcester on the ^th of June, the day after Trinity Sunday, and 
they were told that the form of the oath that they were to take and 
the articles of the eyre had been committed to Martin PateshuU '. 
At the same time writs went out to the sheriffs ordering them to 
summon all whose duty it was to meet the king's judges. The 
writ sent to the sherifF of Worcester has been printed from the 
Close Roll *; an English version of it shall be given. 

' The king to the sherifF of Worcester greeting : — Summon by 
good siimmoners all archbishops, bishops, abbots, priors, earls and 
barons, knights and freeholders of your whole bailiwick, and from 
every township four lawful men and the reeve, and from every 
borough twelve lawful burgesses throughout your whole bailiwick, 
and all others of your bailiwick who are wont and ought to come 
before the justices in eyre, that they be before our justices^ to wit, 
the Abbot of Reading, the Abbot of Evesham, Martin of PateshuU, 
John of Monmouth and their companions on ihe morrow of the 
feast of the Holy Trinity at Worcester to hear and do our bidding. 
And cause to come before them all pleas of the crown which are 
not yet pleaded ' and which have arisen since assize last was in 
those parts before justices in eyre in the time of the lord king John 
our father, and all attachments coneeming such pleas and all the 
assizes and other pleas which are set down for the first assize of

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justices together with the writs of assizes and pleas, so that no assize 
or other plea may stand over by default of you or of your summons *. 
And cause to be proclaimed and known throughout your whole 
bailiwick that all assizes and all pleas which are adjoumed and 
unfinished before our justices at Westminster should then be before 
our aforesaid justices in the state in which they stood over by our 
command at Westminster. And summon by good summoners all 
those who have been sherifFs since the last eyre of the justices 
in those parts that they be then before our aforesaid justices with 
the writs of assizes and pleas which they received in their time and 
to make answer for their time as answer should be made before 
justices in eyre. And have with you the summoners and this 
writ.' 

Similar writs were sent to the other sheriffs, but the time at 
which the eyre would begin in their counties was left to be 
determined by the judges. So the judges opened the eyre at 
Worcester on the ^th of June '. They next went to Gloucester. 
Seemingly they began their Gloucester session on the 2ist of June ; 
at least essoins were taken on that day. They hoped to be in 
Hereford at latest by the iQth of July, and during the interval they 
had to pay a brief visit to Bristol, whither they went to hear the 
pleas of that town and as a special favour those of the neighbour- 
ing hundred of Swinehead, with a protest, however, that the men of 
Swinehead ought by rights to come to Gloucester. It is a little 
difficult to fit together the stray references to dates, but on the 
whole it seems not improbable that civil business and crown 
business were heard simultaneously, that there were then, as now, 
two courts, a civil side and a crown side ; at present, however, the 
evidence of this is not sufficient to be worth retailing. From 
Gloucestershire they went to Hereford, and from Hereford back 
again to Worcester. They were in Warwickshire in September, 
and seemingly were thence going to Leicester. They were sitting 
at Shrewsbury in November. 

It so happens that about this eyre of 1221 more may be known 
than of any other of at all the same antiquity. Good luck has

preserved for us records of the pleas, both civil ahd criminal, heard 
at Worcester, Warwick, and Shrewsbury *, while for Gloucestershire 
we have not merely a record, but two records. This by itself 
would be a reason for the choice that we have made. But there is 
a fuither reason ; the doings of Gerard and Engelard have made 
the Gloucester roUs more various and more interesting than those 
of the other three counties. The somewhat monotonous catalogue 
of conmion crimes due to greed and jealousy, to lust and beer, is 
here diversified by the exactions of the foreign sheriffs, and mere 
social history is enlivened by a touch of politics. But if it be but 
luck that sends us to Gloucester, still the lot has fallen to us in 
a fair ground. There is less need to speak of place than of time. 
The year 1221 is gone for ever, the county of Gloucester is where 
it always was ^ and hardly a name of village or hamlet is mentioned 
in this roll that cannot be found, perhaps a little clipped and 
twisted, on the modem ordnance map. Still we may just note that 
the great shire which joins Warwick to Somerset, and Berks to 
Monmouth, is a good specimen county. There is land of every 
kind, the Cotswolds, the Severn Valley, the wild Forest of Dean, 
while, in the thirteenth centiuy, there was hardly a county with two 
such towns as Gloucester and Bristol '. 

It would be well could we determine exactly how long a time had 
passed since there was last an eyre in Gloucestershire. On the answer 
to this question must depend the meaning of this roll as a record 
of crime. What length of time was it that produced, for example, 
this abundant crop of murders ? It will soon be apparent that the 
inquiry was carried back a long way. In case . after case presented 
by the jurors most of the persons concemed were already dead. We

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can be more precise than this. That there had been no eyit in 
Gloucester since Henry became king, that is to say for nearly five 
jears, is stated by the writ quoted above. Again, a case will come 
before us in which we shall be told that the last eyre was held by 
Simon PateshuU ^ (a judge much employed by John, whether or not 
a kinsman of Martin is not known), and that two years afterwards 
a person accused of homicide obtained pardon from John. This 
gives us at the very least seven years. The Pipe RoUs it was hoped 
would give precise information as to the last eyre ; that hope has 
not been quite fulfilled : but the roll for John's 1 2th year speaks not 
only of amercements by Engelard, but also of amercements by 
Richard Marsh and Simon PateshuU^ It is thought that these may 
have been the outcome of a regular tyt^t and of the last regular 
eyre ; but there are amercements on later rolls, and on the other 
hand there is evidence that in laai the judges carried back their 
inquiry to a much remoter period'. 

Indications of date are given chiefly by the names of past 
sheriffs. Now, during the early part of John's reign, the sheriff 
was William Marshall, afterwards to become regent of the king- 
dom. In the Pipe RoUs for the 6th; 7th, and 8th years of the 
reign he accounts for the shire ; in the 6th by Thomas Rochford, 
in the fth and 8th by Richard Hussebum, his deputies. Richard 
Mucegros got the county on aist July, 1207^, and he is the 
accountant in the roU for the pth year ; Gerard of Ath^e accounts 
in the loth and iith years: he became sheriff on the 5th Jan. 
1 208 '. The exact date at which he was succeeded by Engelard 
is not known, but Engelard brings in the account for the i2th and 
the foUowing years. On the 8th of July, 1215, he was succeeded by 
Ralph Musard ^ who was still sheriff in 1 2 2 1. Now this roll contains 
many presentments which relate to the time of Engelard ^, several 
which relate to the time of Gerard', and apparendy there are

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presentments of what happened in the days of Richard Mucegros^, 
and of Thomas Rochford', who was not the last of William 
Marshairs deputies, and who seems to have died before 1 207 '. 
Could.we therefore suppose that the inquiry in 1221 was strictly 
limited to what had happened since the last eyre, we should be 
obliged to say that there had been no real eyre for at least some 
fifteen years. It may be that the inquiry was only carried back 
thus far in cases in which a former sherifF, coroner, or other ofl&cer 
had received something for which he had not yet accounted. But 
this will hardly meet all the cases, and it may be wise to suspend 
judgment. It would certainly seem, from the words of the writ, that 
the pleas of the crown which were to be brought before the judges 
were only to be such as had arisen since the last eyre, and Bracton 
distinctly says that to an indictment or an appeal it is a perfect 
answer that, since the alleged facts took place, there has been an 
eyre at which no presentment was made about the matter. But he 
twice cites a case to prove this, and the case is from 1225*; so 
possibly in 1221 the rule was not yet strictly observed, and besides 
there was much to make the iirst eyre after John's reign an excep- 
tion from all rules. We must, it is feared, be content with saying 
that the inquiry covered more than seven years, and it may be 
much more than seven years, that a large number of presentments 
refer to crimes which at the very least were six years old, since they 
were committed during Engelard's shrievalty, and that one appeal 
was certainly about twelve years old *. 

This may seem a strange conclusion. Was not John obliged to 
promise in the Charter that judges should be sent four times a year 
into every county ? Had not this clause been repeated in Henr/s 
first Charter, and repeated again (once a year being substituted for 
four times) in his second Charter^? The answer is, that the pro- 
mise was to send judges to take assizes, and that a commission to 
take assizes is an utterly different thing from a commission to hold 
a general ejrre. To call for more frequent eyres would have been 
no popular cry ; certainly it was not a cry likely to come from the 
great barons. The eyre was the king's main check upon the feudal 
jurisdictions. Nor was it popular with the vulgar. When we look

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at the fines and amercements in these rolls, we shall understand the 
annalist who a few years afterwards tells us that, when the judges 
came into Comwall, all the people {omnes), for fear of them, fled into 
the woods, and could hardly be induced to come out again ^ If 
John had been a farsighted methodic tyrant, the eyres in his day 
would have been frequent and regular; but then he would not 
have been able to attract the Gerards and Engelards to his side. 
Nor is there any reason for supposing that Gloucester had been 
uniquely neglected. In 1228 the last eyre in the Cinque Ports was 
hardly within the memory of man \ The other records of the eyre 
of 1221 are almost or quite as bulky as this Gloucestershire roll, 
and if these be compared with the brief iter rolls of Richard's reign, 
printed by Palgrave, the conclusion that in 1221 there had been no 
eyre for a long time past will seem the more probable. 

We must not, however, suppose that Gloucestershire had been 
quite without penal justice. There may have been gaol deliveries. 
We shall hear of one (date unknown) by Henry de Vere '. But 
from such rolls as are extant it would seem that in the early part 
of the thirteenth century gaol delivery was light work. In this 
record we shall read little of prisoners, and most of those mentioned 
have either broken prison or been bailed out by the sheriff for a 
valuable consideration. Nor does it appear that this period knew 
any form of judicial visitation for the purpose of punishing crime 
intermediate between the mere gaol delivery and the general eyre. 
What criminal jurisdiction was possessed by the county court is a 
difficult question, but plainly it was already very limited *. It could 
hang a thief taken in the act, and could punish some minor breaches 
of the peace. Also we shall see that the county court had 
bumt a man for arson '^; but for this it had the king's writ, and it is 
not possible to say how often writs of the same kind had been 
granted. Lastly, there were manorial courts, which had power to 
bang thieves who were taken by fresh suit and in seisin of the 
stolen goods. When, however, all allowances of this kind have been

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made, it will still be clear enough that an enormous mass of crime 
had gone absolutely unpunished in the days of King John. 

Now the commission given to the judges in 1221 was for a true 
eyre, and was in the largest terms. AIl the civil business of 
Gloucestershire is adjourned before them ; and from the civil part 
of the roUs whence we transcribe, it may be gathered that they 
could hear all manner of pleas. Most of those heard were indeed 
possessory assizes, but there were proceedings on writs of right 
and writs of entry ; there is one case of nuisance and one of debt. 
Besides this there are divers deeds enrolled on the record, and 
several of the writs of right seem to have been brought merely in 
order that land should be conveyed by fine. These civil proceed- 
ings have not been transcribed. What is now most wanted is not 
so much a copy of any one civil roU as a large selection from many, 
for the ordinary forms of action are well known, and one case of 
novel disseisin is in general tediously like another. 

With the crown business it is otherwise. We have in print really 
no means of informing ourselves by actual examples as to how such 
business was conducted in the early part of the thirteenth century. 
We are hardly yet in a position to say what is ordinary,- what is 
extraordinary. To throw light on this matter, it seemed well to 
print one long and complete record. Its very repetitions will 
serve to show what was the usual procedure, what the common 
crimes. 

The assembly that met at Gloucester, in obedience to the above 
writ, must have been large. The sherifif, Ralph Musard, of course 
was there ; and the coroners, whose office was not yet thirty years 
old, were there. As the names of these coroners sometimes appear 
without their official titles, it may be well to say that they were 
Alexander Fitz Neal (filius Nigelli), Henry de Drois, Hugh of 
Cuillardvill, and Simon of Matresdon (Matson). Then again there 
must have been famous men in court. We see, for instance, that 
thc two leaders of the baronial party were there, Gilbert of Clare, 
Earl of Gloucester ^ and William, Earl MarshalP, son of the great 
earl lately dead, that they could speak up in defence of their own 
rights and franchises, or, if needful, say a good word for one who in 
the war had taken the barons' side. There must also have been a 
sufficiency of abbots and priors, if ihe summons was duly obeyed, 
and the names of the recognitors in the civil cases show that the

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great land-owning families were well represented. But, besides all 
these, there must have been a crowd of men neither rich nor 
famous : we may know them, for their sumames, only just becom- 
ing hereditary, still tell their occupations. There are reeves, smiths, 
millers, carpenters in abundance, the representatives of their native 
townships, and many who were not even representatives of a town- 
ship had cause to be at Gloucester as pledges, witnesses, finders of 
dead bodies, suspected persons, and so forth. 

It is more important to notice that the whole county {loiits comt- 
iatus) was there as a whole, and we may say in a quasi-corporate 
capacity. The court of the eyre, besides being a royal court held 
by the king's judges, was also the ancient county court assembled 
for an extraordinary session. The county, or the county court (the 
language of the time has but one word for the two), took an active 
part in the criminal business. It could testify by word of mouth, 
for written record it had none, to what had happened at its ordinary 
sessions ^ ; it could declare the customs of the country ; it could 
say how Englishry ought to be presented *, whether the townships 
within the Forest of Dean had special privileges ', whether Fairford 
might behave like a borough and swear by itself * (Jurare per se), 
and the like. In what way the county spoke its mind on these 
matters we are not told. Possibly it spoke by the mouths of the 
sheriff, the president of its court, and the coroners, its elected 
oflBcers ; but the voice of the county seems to be distinguished 
from the voices of sheriff and coroners, and the county can contra- 
dict the coroners'. It is not impossible that there were certain 
leading men in the county who bore no distinct oflfice, but yet had 
a customary, if not exactly a legal, right to declare the count/s 
mind. Bracton*s printed text ' says that, after the formal opening 
of the eyre, the judges ought to take apart into some secret place 
some four or six or more of the great men of the county, *qui 
dicuntur busones comitatus, et ad quorum nutum dependent vota 
aliorum,' and the judges are to treat with these busones about the 
keeping of the king's peace. No satisfactory explanation of this 
strange word busones is forthcoming, and most critics have thought 
that it is a mere mistake for barones, But there is a Yecord of 
John*s reign which speaks of the buzones of Gloucestershire '. The

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county court had sent up to Westminster certain knights to make 
oral record of a plea. The record, it seems, was false, and the 
knights were arrested. The order is to this effect : let the knights 
who are wont to take part in false judgments, and who are huzones 
judiciorum, be arrested; and then two persons are mentioned by 
name and called huzanes, It may be then that husones is really a 
word, and that by this title were known those foremost men of the 
county who led the county court and were its mouthpieces. 

Every township again was in theory present before the judges by 
its representatives. A township, for instance, could confess that it 
had failed in its duties, that it had not presented crimes, or pursued 
malefactors or the like, and it could be amerced accordingly. Its 
half corporate character is well illustrated by some strange grammar, 
for the word villata govems now a singular and now a plural verb. 
Some very deep roots of representative govemment are laid bare 
by these eyre rolls. 

But it is neither the county nor the township that comes most 
prominently forward in this record ; the main business was trans- 
acted between the judges and juries which represented the several 
hundreds. The boroughs ^ and a few privileged manors had juries 
of their own and, as the phrase went, swore by themselves. It 
would be an anachronism to call these juries grand juries, for the 
petty jury was not yet a permanent institution ; still their chief office 
was to present, not to try, though the difference between present- 
ment and trial was hardly yet developed. Since the Assize of 
Clarendon in ii 66 (not to trac^ their «mbryonic history) they had 
been normal elements in criminal procedure. As to the way in 
which they were constituted; it seems that in 1194 four knights 
chosen by the county chose two knights from each hundred, who 
in their turn chose ten others, so as to make with themselves a jury 
of twelve for the hundred*. In Bracton's day the process seems 
to have been much the same, but a litde less elaborate: — the 
serjeant or bailiff of the hundred chose four knights who chose the 
hundred-jury of twelve". The jury was then sworn to make true

The aiticles of the ejre had on this occasion be^ committed to 
Martin PateshulL A copj of them we have not, bat their tenor 
can be inferred both from the answers of the jnrors, which are the 
framework of this record, and from other sets of artides belonging 
to the same penod. On the one hand, we have the artides of 
1 194' and of 1 198' given by Hoveden ; on the other, there are the 
articles given by Bracton. From Bracton we leam that the number 
of interrogatories was now larger, now smaller, variations being 
introduced to meet the necessities of time and place. He gives 
two sets ^ ; the shorter of the two is adapted for an ejre in the 
Cinque Ports and belongs to the same decade as our roll'; the 
longer of the two may well come from a time but litde later, but its 
date has not been exactly ascertained. These being vei}* accessible 
are not here printed ; but almost every article in them might be 
illustrated from the record before us. We might classify the 
articles under the two heads of Revenue and Crime, but in so 
doing might overlook the fact that a distinction between the doing 
of penal justice and the collection of the king's income is only 
gradually emerging. The itinerant judge of the twelfth century 
has much of the commissioner of taxes. The inquisition of 11 94 
included an extent of the king*8 demesne lands, and even in Bracton 
and later books questions about murders and robberies are curiously 
mixed up with questions about escbeats, wardships, marriages, 
widows, Jews, churches, and other sources of royal revenue. 
Throughout the thirteenth century the articles which deal with 
common crime are few and general, and for the more part remain 
unaltered. The additional matter which in course of time greatly 
increases the number of the articles chiefly consists of detailed 
inquiries into the irregular doings of sherififs and other officers^ 

Seemingly the hundred-jury had time given it in which to 
prepare its answers to these articles. Three of these Gloucester- 
shire hundreds had a week or rather more''. In the interval,

suspected persons, the malecrediti, whose crimes are to be pre- 
sented, or, if this cannot be done, then they must draw up a list of 
these suspects and deliver it to the judges ^ Such a list doubtless 
was the roiulus de privatis^ which will be mentioned in our record *. 
For the rest it does not appear that the jurors put their present- 
ments, their answers to the articles, into writing. The two rolls of 
which mention will be made hereafter look like the work of clerks 
who are writing down what they hear, not copying or even trans- 
lating wbat they see '. 

It may now be possible' within a small compass to prepare the 
reader for the sort of entries that are made in this record and at the 
same time to draw his attention to a few very common phrases. We 
are evidently dealing,notwith a document carefully made up afler the 
judicial business which it describes was over, but with a coUection 
of notes jotted down while that business was actually going on. 
Consequently we must expect language which is summary, ellip- 
tical, disjointed. It must be allowed that the Latin is bad; by 
which is meant not merely that it is medieval Latin (Bracton's 
Latin is good enough, though it is the Latin of the thirteenth, not of 
the first, century), but that it is bad Latin in the same sense that 
modem 'notes of evidence' are bad English. One must read 
it in jerks, as one would read the notes which judges and counsel 
now make in court ; one must be prepared for very sudden changes 
of nominative, and willing to fill up breaches of grammar with 
common sense. The following is a not unfair parody of the worst 
entries before us : — 

Robert was killed by WilUam and fled to the outlawed, wasn*t in 
frank-pledge, was in township of Stowe, therefore amerced, chattels 
6^, sheriff accounts. 

We very soon see that it was William who fled and who is to be 
outlawed, that the township of Stowe is to be amerced because 
William was living there and was not in frank-pledge, that William's 
chattels (which are forfeited) were worth 6d, and that for this sum 
the sheriff must account. What was said in court must have been 
said in English. Robert the smith and William the miller knew no 
tongue but their own. The clerks had rapidly to tum into Latin 
verdicts and presentments delivered not only in English, but in a 
dialect of English which may have been very strange to them.

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Any one who is willing to take a Httle trouble, and to remember 
that the scribes were listening to English and thinking in English, 
will find the Latin of these rolls easy enough *. 

Now the presentments {veredicia) of the hundred-juries are the 
framework of this record. This should be remembered, for occa- 
sionally we meet with verbs which have no express subject, such as 
dtcunty sciuniy nesciuni, malecreduni\ it is the jurors who say, who 
suspect, who know or do not know, and if William is susp>ected 
{malecrediiur') of having killed Roger {de marie Rogert)^ it is by the 
jurors that he is suspected. In some instances the presentment is 
all that we have conceming the case, for it leads to nothing ; as, for 
instance, when the jurors report that the king has such and such 
rights. The Countess of Hereford or the chiu-ch of S. Nicholas is 
in the king's gift ; the church is worth so much, the lady's land so 
much : — no more can be said of the matter. 

Some entries about crime are of this simple kind. In a 
surprising number of cases murderers, robbers, burglars, evil- 
doers (murdraioreSf robaioresy hurgcUoreSy malefaciores) have come 
by night to the house of such an one and slain everybody in it 
The jurors know not who they were, and suspect no one {nesciiur 
quifueruniy nullus malecrediiur). Here there may be nothing to be 
done, and occasionally this is noted by the phrase ei ideo nichil^, 

Then proceeding to entries a little more elaborate, we find many 
cases in which the presentment is immediately followed by an 
order of the Court, and, to judge from the look of the MSS., 
the order was made as soon as this particular presentment was 
received. For instance, it may be presented that William fell from 
his horse and was killed, or fell fi^om a boat and was drowned, and 
that no one is suspected of having killed him. This is adjudged 
death by misadventure {judicium^ — inforiunium), But the horse, the 
boat, or other the moving thing thaC did the mischief, must be devoted, 
it is deo-dand ' ; or rather (for such seems to have been the practice 
of the time) the horse has been sold or appropriated by the sheriff

Or again, William has been slain ; the jurors suspect Roger, who 
has fled (Rogerus fugii pro morte iila ei maiecredHur\ and they 
suspect no one else {nuilus aiius maiecrediiur), On this there will 
at once foUow the order that Roger is to be demanded or exacted 
or put in exigent in the county court and thereupon outlawed 
{inierrogeiur ei uHageiur^ or, exigatur ei utiageiur^), A woman 
would not be outlawed, for she never is in the law; she would 
be waived {waiviare\ but the result would be much the same ; and 
according to Bracton, in Gloucester and Hereford, shires near to the 
turbulent Welsh march, any one may lawfuUy kill an outlaw even 
though the outlaw makes no resistance. But having fled for a 
crime Roger's chattels are forfeited. What were they worth and 
who possessed himself of them? The answer is given by such 
phrases as nuiia caiaiia hahuit^ or caiaila efus v soi. unde vicecomes 
respondeai, unde Adam fiiius Nigeiii respondeaty unde viiiaia de 
Cherietone respondeat ; the sheriff, or Adam Fitz Neal (one of the 
coroners), or the township of Charlton, has had the chattels and 
must answer for their value. 

Then in a case of homicide there is generally another thing to be 
considered. Is it a murder {murdrum) ? for, if so, a fine {murdrum) 
is due from the hundred. The word murder is never used to 
differeutiate two degrees of homicidal guilt, it merely means that 
the slayer has not been caught and that Englishry has not been 
presented. In accordance with the famous rule enforced by 
WiUiam the Conqueror, the hundred in which a foreigner is slain is 
fined if the slayer is not produced ', and in some way or another

The 
amount of the fine to be imposed on the hundred is a matter to be 
considered at the end of the eyre. Many lords have charters which 
exempt their lands from murder fines, they hold their lands quit of 
murders {terras quietas de omnibus murdris)^ so that this fine is 
exacted from the hundred excepting these firanchises {de hundredo 
exceptis libertatilnis). Towns also such as London ' and Gloucester * 
have charters which exempt them from murdra, and we learn that 
there are no murders in that part of Gloucestershire which is west 
of the Severn {tumjacet murdrum ultra Sabrinam ".) 

We leam also that, at least in this shire, it was not law to take 
a murder fine for an accidental death. Engelard used to do it, 
but clearly this is regarded as a lawless act*. This is of some 
interest. In Bracton's day ^ it was the custom in some counties that 
death by misadventure would give rise to a murdrum if Englishry 
was not presented, and apparently between 1221 and 1247 this 
custom established itself in Gloucestershire *. A little later and this 
became an important question, one worth a parliamentary struggle. 
Our final adoption of the principle that misadventure is not murder 
is proximately due to a severe winter, that of 1257-8. There was 
a famine, and the poor died right and left in the fields *. At the

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famous Parliament of Oxford, in 1258, it was one of the grievances 
of the barons that the hundreds had to pay murdra for the deaths of 
these starved wretches*. Then by the Provisions of 1259 it was 
ordained that there should be no fine in cases of accidental death ', 
and after the Barons' War this, with most of the other Provisions, 
was incorporated in the Statute of Marlborough '. When men had 
forgotten what a murder fine was, this ordinance gave rise to the 
strange belief that once on a time he who killed another by accident 
was hanged as a murderer ^. 

In the history of law misunderstandings of this kind play a large 
part, and very possibly to some such misunderstanding is due the 
remarkable institution of the frank-pledge which is noticed in almost 
every entry on the roU. When a man suspected of crime has fled 
the question at once arises whether there is not some one who is 
boiind to produce him and who must be punished for not producing 
him. Now the theory is by this time well established that, at least 
in general, every man ought either to be in frank-pledge or in the 
mainpast of some great man. It is not a rule without exceptions ; 
a clerk, for instance, need not be in frank-pledge, but still it is 
the general rule. Now a man is bound to produce to answer for 
their crimes all those who are of his mainpast, that is to say, the 
members of his household and his hired servants, those who are fed 
byiiis hand. Thus Hugh the Welshman, the servant of Henry de 
Crupes, est de manupastu Henrici de Crupes, Hugh slays Adam with 
an axe and flies, and Henry not producing him is amerced". 
Bracton speaking of this matter, and apparently relying on the 
Leges Edwardi, says that by ancient custom the guest who sleeps 
three nights in a house becomes part of the householder's mainpast*. 
But as to those men who are not of another^s mainpast they ought 
to be in frank-pledge {in franco plegio), About the early history 
of this curious institution volumes have been written ; it cannot be

with a crime. Further it is the duty of the township {villaid) to 
provide that all persons resident within it shall belong to such an 
association, and if this duty be not performed then the township 
itself will be amerced. There is no such duty as regards those who 
are merely joumeying through the place ; hence a constant contrast 
between one who is manens and one who is iiinerans, The town- 
ship {j)illaia) must be clearly distinguished from the personal 
assodation of men that constitutes a iheoihinga or decenna^ nor must 
we translate iheoihinga by iyihing^ save with the understanding that 
it does not, at least primarily, refer to a territorial district. The 
relation of the territorial districts known as tythings to these 
associations is a much disputed matter, but throughout this roll the 
distinction is preserved, and indeed tythings as districts are never 
mentioned. Thus it is noticed that in the township of Swell there 
is but one decenna^ therefore the amercement due on account of a 
criminars flight falls on the whole villaia '. It seems very possible, 
however, that this was the case in many townships. The decenne or 
iheihinge are in general described by the name of the chief pledge, 
head-borough, or tythingman {iheihir^emany iheoihingemcot) ; thus 
we read of Edward tythingman of Campden and his whole tything '. 
But in a large number of cases we read merely of the frank-pledge 
of a certain township ; thus /uii in franco plegio villaie de Kades- 
lade^, It is quite possible that this groupihg of men into sets of 
tens or dozens was by no means a very popular, very ancient, or 
very universal institution, and was to a large extent the creation of 
lawyers who were misled by texts in the ancient English laws ^ By 
this time, however, there was machinery for enforcing the theory. It 
was the sheriffs duty to hold view of frank-pledge {visus /ranci

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p^gii)f to see, that is, that these associations were in existence, and 
this gave him an opportunity of amercing the townships. In many 
manorSy however, this franchise, view of frank-pledge, was in the 
hands of the lord. 

Thc escape of a criminal who is not in frank-pledge is only one 
of the many causes which may put a township in the king's mercy, 
or, in olher words, make it liable to be amerced. The township, 
for instance, is bound to present crimes at the local courts, and is 
bound to see that dead bodies are not buried before the coroner or 
the seijeant or bailiff of the hundred has had view of them {stne 
visu coronatorisy servienHsy baliivi). The hundred-juries also are 
very open to amercement. They are constantly amerced^ for not 
presenting pleas, appeals, and other matters that ought to be pre- 
sented (pro concelamentOy pro concelamento ioqttelarum, pro conceia" 
mento appeiii)^ and they may be amerced for presenting what they 
ought not to present, as, for instance, a plea that is not a plea of 
the crown*. There must be judgment against the jurors of Hole- 
ford qui in omnibus maie respondent* ; the jurors of Blidesloe at first 
appear with a miserably meagre tale, and being sent back to re- 
consider their verdict, succeed in remembering a goodly number of 
crimes'; on the otherhand, it is solemnly recorded that the jurors of 
Langley give excellent answers*» Clearly therefore the judges have 
some check upon the jurors, and know when they are answering 
well and when badly ; indeed there is an elaborate system of check 
and counter-check, the sheriff, the coroners, the sheriflTs rolls, the 
coroners* rolls, the representatives of the townships, the hundred- 
jurors, and finally the whole county, are checks upon each other : 
any want of harmony between them is cause for amercement^ 

If we were to regard an eyre merely as a mode of bringing 
accused persons to trial, then we should have to regard this eyre 
as a very wretched failure. Murders and robberies there have been 
in plenty ; indeed this roll bears witness to an enormous mass of 
violent crime : but in far the greater number of cases either no one 
is suspected of the crime, or the suspected person has escaped, 
and no more can be done than to outlaw him. But eyres such as 
the present, if frequent, would at least indirectly serve to bring about 
a better state of things. It is needless to say that professional 
police there was none, and a just and regular infliction of pecuniary 
penalties was the only means of bringing the unprofessional police-

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man (and every man ought to be a police-man) to a sense of his 
duties. This brought money to the treasuiy, and doubtless that 
was an advantage ; but we should probably be wrong in regarding 
the numerous amercements inflicted in this ejrre as ezcessive or 
unreasonable. 

Very likely there was no clause in Magna Carta more gratefiil 
to the mass of the people than that about amercements. Amerce- 
ments are not to be assessed save by the oath of good men of the 
neighbourhood^. The judges then, as the presentments were brought 
in, decreed an amercement in general terms. The clerk wrote in 
his roll ei ideo in misericordia, and put mta^ the abbreviation of the 
last of these words, in the margin. Then, when all other business 
was over, came the time for alfeering the amercements, that is, for 
settling how much was in each case to be paid. This was doubt- 
less done in accordance with the Charter per sacramenhm prohorum 
hominum de visneiOy with results which are recorded in the amerce- 
ment rolls printed below. An ezamination of them will probably 
lead to the opinion that the sums ezacted, though substantial, were 
not extravagant. The commonest sum is a half-mark (6> 8<1), 
and this, or even a mark or two, would not crush a thriving town- 
ship or hundred. The best evidence on this point is that John's 
sherififs had habitually taken far heavier fines, ten, fifteen, twenty 
marks. When a murder was committed by one who was in the 
mainpast of the Abbot of Cirencester the abbot paid no less a sum 
than a hundred pounds^ 

We ought to distinguish the fine from the amercement. At least 
in later days the amount of the fine was determined by the judges 
themselves, and this distinction seems to have ah^eady ezisted*. 
The fine is generally paid as the price for freedom from imprison- 
ment ; thus if a man begins a criminal suit, an appeal (appellum)^ 
he finds pledges that he will prosecute {plegii de prosequendo)^ then, 
if he withdraws from the suit {se reirahil), his pledges are amerced 
{plegii ejus in misericordia), but he himself must be taken and im- 
prisoned {capiaiur) until he makes fine with the king. This he 
sometimes does at once; then there is entry on the loW finem/ecii 
per ires marcas, or whatever the sum demanded by the judges may 
be. For all sums thus to be paid a surety is usually required ; A de 
B dai domino regi ires marcas per plegium C de D, We shall find

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sureties or bail required for all manner of purposes, especially for 
the production of a suspected person, if hereafter any one shall 
accuse him ; A de B dai domino regi Ires marcas per plegium C de 
D ui possit esse sub plegio siandi recio si quis versus eum loqui volu^ 
eriiy plegii ejus C de D, E di F, eic, ; the sureties that he will pay 
the mark, and the sureties that he will stand to rightj^jArr^ recio)^ 
must be distingaished' : in case of an appeal it will be the duty of 
the latter habere eum^ i. e. to produce him in court, or they will be 
in mercy quia non habueruni quem plegiaveruni. They have under- 
taken, taken in hand {in manum ceperuni), to produce him. 

As to the amount of crime that there has been very accurate 
statistics must not be expected, for it is clear that the same case is 
sometimes presented by more than one jury, and there are other 
obvious difficulties in the way of a precise computation. Still it 
seems that some 250 persons have met their deaths by what 
would now be called murders. In an extremely small number of 
cases is any one brought before the judges and accused of the 
murder, in a still smaller number is any one hanged ; indeed the 
amount of hanging done is really trivial. Only from a series of 
transcripts such as the present, can we ever learn whether this state 
of things was normal, but unfortunately it is easier to make theories 
of sociology than to ascertain facts. However it would seem from 
this roll that we ought not to make much allowance because of the 
then recent war, for apparently all that had been done in the way 
of fair fighting was not reckoned crime and was covered by the 
Lambeth treaty. Again, it must be remembered that the statement 
of the jurors that unknown evil-doers have slain this and the other 
person is often a statement against interest and therefore credible, 
for if there has been a murdrum the hundred which the jurors re- 
present must pay for it. For the more part the crimes are the crimes 
of plunderers ; a gang of robbers breaks a house, slays, and steals. 
Two other remarks may occur to us : first, that stabbing is a very 
common crimCy the Englishman carries a knife {cnipulum)^ and on 
occasion uses it ; secondly, that the English beer, of which Pope 
Innocent spoke, had worse effects than that of inspiring unsound 
opinions about prescription. 

Comparatively few as are the cases in which an accused cri- 
minal is brought before the judges, these naturally are the most

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interesting. A few remarks about them will be found at the 
end of this book. Let it here only be noted that the time of 
this eyre was a time most critical in the history of our criminal 
procedure. 

The ancient and still the normal mode of bringing a criminal to 
justice was the appeal, a private suit against the wrong-doer brought 
by the person primarily wronged. It is only by slow degrees that 
we have learned to distinguish between crimes and injuries, and only 
by slow degrees was the theory framed that every crime is an injury 
to the king in respect of which the king can sue. Again, the ancient 
and stili the normal mode of trying an appeal was battle. But of 
late years, during the reigns of Henry the Second and Richard, and 
such part of John's reign as was not anarchy, the law had been 
making rapid advances, both towards a more reasonable mode of 
trial and towards a procedure less dependent on the will of the 
person immediately wronged, more expressive of the fact that crime 
wrongs the whole community. 

As regards the mode of trying an appeal the books of Glanvill 
and Bracton are two great landmarks. In the former the appellee, 
unless he be maimed, or his fighting days are past, (in which cases 
he goes to the ordeal,) has seemingly no choice, he must defend 
himself by his body^; in the latter the appellee has always a choice, 
he can defend himself by his body, or by his coxmtry*. Trial by 
a swom body of neighbours, already common in real actions, seems 
to steal its way into criminal procedure without any definite legis- 
lation'. It was not at first a mode of determining the substantive 
question of guilt or innocence ; it was used for the decision of pre- 
liminary and incidental questions. One party to the appeal obtained 
from the king, bought from the king, the privilege of having such 
a question determined by an inquest; it may be the question 
whether the appellee is really a maimed man who need not fight, 
or whether the appellor is of kin to the slain man about whose 
death he brings his suit, or some other question of the like kind. 
But this new procedure was profitable to the king and was reason-

able ; the class of questions which could be settled by it was not 
definitCj and the questions actually decided by inquest become in 
course of time more and more substantial, more and more equiva- 
lent to the general issue, guilty or not guilty. For instance, so 
complete a defence as an alibi became a matter that might be 
established by a jury. Another defence, still nearer to the general 
issue, was maintained in the same way, namely, that the appeal was 
the outcome of mere hatred and malice (pdium et atid), From this 
it would be no long step to the principle that a defendant has choice 
between two modes of trial ; he can fight or he can put himself on 
his country for good and ill (et de hono et de malo ^). In Bracton's 
book, though ihis general principle has become law, we may yet see 
traces of its growth. When an appeal has been brought the 
appellee may plead some special defence, some exceptio, and if he 
establishes such an exceptio^ the appeal fails (cadit appellum). A long 
list of the possible exceptiones is given; most of them, as we should 
ezpect, go to the form of the appeal : they allege, e. g. that the neces- 
sary words about the king's peace have not been used, or that suit 
was not at once made in the county court, or the like. But among 
these exceptiones we find the substantial defences of alibi and of 
odium et atia ^ These we may regard as survivals from a time when 
the appellee had not acquired a right to go to the country on the 
general issue. 

Now it would be rash to draw dogmatic inferences from one 
record when many exist, but apparently this process of develop- 
ment was not complete in 1221, that is to say, the appellee had as 
yet no perfect right to decline the duel and put himself on his 
country. There were defences which could be established by in- 
quest, but these had to be specially pleaded. The manner of 
pleading them was this : the appellee first traversed the whole 
accusation word by word (wmV et defendit pacem domini regis et 
/eloniam et totum de verbo in verbum), and then specially pleaded the 
facts on which he relied. These facts are generally introduced by 
such words as set veritatem vult dicere et dicit quod. Seemingly, 
however, unless these facts constituted some well-known kind of 
defence, such as alibi^ the appellee was constrained to fight. But

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we must resist the temptation to construct a theory out of 
inadequate materials^. 

Simultaneously with the process which put trial by jury by the 
side of trial by battle there went on the process which put indict- 
ment, or rather presentment, by the side of appeal. But in the 
latter process there was more of definite legislation. The jury of 
accusation, or of indictment, was, if not created, made a regular 
institution by the g^eat ordinance of 1 166, the Assize of Clarendon. 
Ten years later new power was given to it by the Assize of North- 
ampton. Under these laws, when the hundred-jury and the repre- 
sentatives of the townships on their oath charged a man with 
murder, robbery, or the like, he went to the ordeal of water, and, 
if found foul, he lost hand and foot. But some distrust of the 
ordeal was ab*eady shown ; if the charge was of the gravest and 
was generally believed, though the accused came clean from the 
water, he had to abjure the realm. 

Now in I22I this procedure had just been rudely disturbed. 
In 12 15 the Lateran Coimcil condemned the ordeal, and at the 
beginning of Henry's reign the relation of England to Rome was 
such that this decree of the Church was at once and of course 
obeyed. As already said, the next eyre, and a very general eyre it 
was, took piace in the winter of 12 18-9. The judges had already 
started on their joumeys when an order of the king in council was 
sent round to them*. It was dated 26th Jan. 12 19, and is of 
such great moment in the history of our law, and seemingly so 
little known, that its substance shall be stated — * When you started 
on your eyre it was as yet imdetermined what should be done with 
persons accused of crime, the Church having forbidden the ordeal. 
For the present we must rely very much on your discretion to act 
wisely according to the special circumstances of each case. But in 
general these rules should be observed: — Persons accused and 
suspected of grave crimes, such as robbery, murder, and arson, who 
might still do harm were they suffered to abjure the realm, are to 
be put in prison for safe custody, but the imprisonment is not to be 
of such kind as to endanger Ufe or member. If the crimes are of 
a middle sort and the accused would have gone to the ordeal if the 
ordeal had not been abolished, they may abjure the realm. If the 
crimes laid to their charge be small, then they must find pledge to

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keep the peace/ The whole document, with its division of crimes 
into graviora^ media, minora, is very untechnical, and leaves a great 
deal to judicial discretion. This gives the eyre rolls of the next 
years a great and special importance. 

It will be observed that not one word is said about putting such 
accused persons upon their trial. In the case of grave crime and 
grave suspicion they are to be imprisoned ; but this imprisonment 
is merely the safe custody of persons who are suspected, not the 
piuiishment of persons who have been tried and found guilty. 
This suggests that there was felt to be injustice in trying a man by 
his neighbours unless he had consented to be so tried. It is well 
known that, at a later date, this idea blossomed out into the pedantic 
cruelty of the * peine forte et dure ^' and Dr. Brunner has shown 
that this same idea was at work both in Normandy and in other 
parts of France ^ It has long been known, however, that in this 
matter, as in many others, English law became more pedantic as 
English lawyers became more professional, and it has long been 
suspected that at least some judges, in the early part of Henry the 
Third's reign, saw no insuperable objection in the way of trying a 
man who distinctly refused to be tried. The ground for this 
suspicion has been a note by Emlyn in Hale's Pleas of the 
Crown*. From the Warwickshire roU of this very eyre, that of 
laai, he produced two cases; in each it is recorded very plainly 
that the accused non vuU ponere se super pairiam^ whereupon 
twenty-four knights chosen ad hoc endorse the accusation made by 
the twelve hundredors, and the accused is hanged. Thus did the 
Abbot of Reading and Martin Pateshull in the county of Warwick ; 
what they did in the counly of Gloucester may be seen below. 
There are seven instances of an accused person declining to be 
tried and these are dealt with in a manner that is provokingly 
inconclusive; possibly the judges were only feeling their way 
towards the principle upon which they most undoubtedly acted 
when they got to Warwickshire. Apparently the accused gets just 
the same trial that he would have had if he had put himself on his 
country, and if the evidence is conclusive against him he is hanged ; 
buty unless it is quite conclusive, he is left in prison or allowed to 
abjure the realm or even sufifered to find bail ^.

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Bracton certainly does not speak out very definitely on this 
point. He argues at length, but with great caution ^, that if an 
appeal has failed by the death or default of the appellor, it is the 
king's right and duty to prosecute the appellee, for the appellor is 
not the only person wronged ; the king is wronged, since his peace 
has been broken. But how can the king prosecute ? You would 
not have him fight; besides he cannot bring an appeal, for he can- 
not say ihat he saw or heard the crime. The only possible mode 
of trial therefore is by the country. The accused therefore must 
be compelled to defend himself by the country. And after all 
there is nothing strange in this ; a woman, a maimed man, a man 
over sixty, can bring an appeal, and in such cases it seems that the 
appellee must be tried by the country. Well, it must be the same 
when the king is the accuser. 

When, however, we ask what is meant by compelling a man 
to defend himself by his country, we only get in answer the phrase 
that if he refuses he is seemingly undefended and quasi-convict. 
This suggests that he is to be sentenced without further ado, and 
this may be Bracton's meaning. But for some reason or another he 
did not choose to speak very positively '. His language is that of a 
man who is hinting at a questionable and impopular opinion. By 
the beginning of £dward's reign formalism had prevailed ; the man 
who would not put himself on his country could not be sentenced, 
could not be tried ; he was to be rigorously imprisoned until he 
uttered the words which would give the court jurisdiction to try 
him'. 

Only one other question can here be stirred : — When a man was 
to be tried what was the constitution of the inquest, of the body 
that tried him? In the first place we must be careful not to 
anticipate later history by supposing that there was any jury that 
tried him in the manner in which a modem petty jury tries a 
modem culprit. The jurors who said that a man was or was not

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guilty did not come with open minds to the investigation of evidence 
given by others ; they themselves were the witnesses ; their verdict 
was their sworn testimony. Sometimes perhaps they, or some 
of them, had really seen the crime, more often their knowledge 
must have been inferential, and we shall meet with some curiously 
argumentative verdicts ^. Occasionally other persons who are not 
jurors give evidence ', and it seems that the accused himself was 
sometimes questioned'. The evidence of these other persons is 
mentioned along with the evidence or the verdict (call it which we 
will) of the jurors * ; this body of testimony is ihe case against the 
prisoner, and it is by no means certain that the judges were bound 
to accept what the jurors said as perfectly conclusive \ In some 
cases, however, we seem to see a rudimentary distinction between 
testimony and verdict. Apparently the judges occasionally pressed 
the jurors for an exact answer to the question, ' guilty or not guilty.' 
This seems the explanation of the phrase, which often occurs, 
< juratores predse dicunt quod est culpabilis, quod non est culpabilis.' 
They are pressed precise dicere^ to answer Yes or No ^ 

Next it should be noted that the trying body or body of sworn 
testifiers, was variously constituted. Occasionally a person pays 
money to the king that he may have an inquest "^, and it would seem 
that he might still buy the right to be tried by a body constituted in 
some particular way. He might pay to be tried by the jurors of 
two hundreds, or of three hundreds ^ and because of local enmities 
such a pa}inent may sometimes have been expedient. The section 
of the charter * which declared that a writ of inquest touching life 
and members should be granted gratuitously was not construed as 
forbidding the receipt of such payments. Then again we are told 
in one case that the defendant would not put himself upon the oath 
of the twelve jurors, nor upon the county, nor upon a jury of any 

kind, non vtdt ponere se super veredicium xiijur [Juratorum], neque

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and he refused them alL Again, in the two Warwickshire cases 
noticed above, a form of trial was apparently adopted of which there 
is no instance in this Gloucestershire roll ; the criminal was held 
guilty by the t^tXvt juratores and by twenty-four knights elected ad 
hoc, It was a time of experiments and new devices. When Bracton 
wrote the form of the inquest had become more fixed ; ' a man/ he 
says, ' may put himself on his country (patria\ but it is not in his 
power to choose upon what pairta he will put himself ^' The 
theory that trial by inquest is a royal favour that can be purchased 
had apparently become extinct 

But, even when the person to be tried makes no payment for an 

inquest, then in this roll the phrase in which he consents to a trial 

varies from case to case. He puts himself upon his country {super 

pairiam)y upon the vicinage {visneium), upon the oath of the twelve 

jurors, and the Hke. Possibly all these phrases mean the same thing, 

for it is noticeable that a change of phrase is often coincident with 

a change of handwriting on the rolL There is one clerk, for 

example, with a very well marked hand of his own, who constantly 

makes express reference to xii juraiores and sacramenium xii 

juraiorum ; in the parts of the roll not written by him these very 

phrases seldom occur'. This should serve as a caution against hasty 

conclusions. Clearly the mode of recording crown pleas was not 

yet stereotyped. And in whatever words the man submits to trial, 

the mode of trial seems much the same. Certain juraiores^ xii 

juraioresj say that he is guilty or innocent; if innocent, then he is 

acquitted ; if guilty, then recourse is had occasionally to Xh&juraiores 

of another hundred, but more usually to three, or still more usually 

to four, neighbouring townships {^uaiuor viliaie proxime) : if these 

agree with the juraioresj as in this record they always do, then 

sentence is given. 

But, it may be asked, Who are \hts/t juraiores who, along with the 
four townships, finally pronounce a man guilty ? Are they the jurors 
of the hundred, the presenting-jurors, or is another set of jurors 
sworn in to try the particular case? This same question has 
exercised readers of Bracton. At the beginning of what he says

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about the eyre Bracton describes the election of the hundred-jury 
and the oath that the jurors take, which oath is an oath in general 
tenns to answer the qnestions that shall be put to them \ Then, 
after an interval of many pages, he describes the trial of one who 
has put himself upon his country '. Those who try such an one are 
duodecim juraiores ei quaiuor villate, Mr. Justice Stephen, while 
admitting that the question is very doubtful, thinks that these 
juraiores are not the hundred-jurors, because he thinks that * two 
distinct occasions are mentioned in which the jurors swear '.' To 
differ from the historian of criminal law is probably to err, but still 
this is not quite what Bracton says. When he describes the trial he 
says that twelve jurors and four townships being present, each of the 
township representatives {^uilihei de villaia) is to swear by himself 
or all are to swear together. The oath they swear is very much 
like that taken by the hundred-jurors at the beginning of the eyre. 
But nothing seems to be said as to the duodecimjuraiores swearing a 
second time, and the inference suggested is that they are already 
swom. This may leave the procedure of Bracton's day somewhat 
doubtful, biit a patient reading of the whole of this record will hardly 
leave room for doubt about the practice of 1221. Throughout, the 
juraiores^ duodecim juraiores, seem to be the swom hundredors who 
are making answer to the Articles of the Eyre. This does not 
involve the conclusion that a man is usually tried by those who have 
akeady expressed a belief in his guilt. The hundred-jury is bound 
to present that a man has been appealed (appellaius) or, more 
vaguely, accused (reiiaius) of a crime, though they themselves do 
not think him guilty. In the same breath our record tells us that 
juratores declare a man innocent, and ihaXjuraiores are in mercy for 
not having presented the case in due time ^. The petty jury is still 
in the future, and perhaps we should look for its germ in the quaiuor 
villaie to which recourse is had when \ki& juraiores say that a man is 
guilty 

The historians of trial by jury have left almost unnoticed the 
part which is played by the four townships in the first half of the 
thirteenth century. Their activity has not been traced to any 
definite legislation; but it is not unlikely that from of old the 
proper legal witnesses to any occurrence were the four neighbour- 
ing townships. Thus in the Leges Edwardi Confessoris * the man

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who has found stray cattle must show them to the priest, the rceve, 
and the best men of his township, and then the reeve must send to 
the three or four nearest townships and must disclose the matter to 
the priestSy the reeves, and best men of those townships. So, in 
the books of the thirteenth century S the man who has been injured, 
and who is going to bring an appeal, must in the first place raise 
hue and cry, and go to the neighbouring townships and declare the 
cnme ; and in the later books the appellor is always made to say 
that he at once made suit to the /our neighbouring townships '. 
It may be thus that the four townships became a second body of 
witnesses which could traverse the testimony of the hundred-jury. 
At any rate, in the roU before us, in case the twelve jurors think a 
man guilty, it seems the regular practice to take the opinion of 
three or four vills ', or of the jurors from another hundred *. In 
the Warwickshire roll from this same eyre the recording clerk has 
given even greater prominence to the townships, as sometimes 
he has staied separately what each of the four viliaie said. Many 
of these matters, about which we now dare give but very hesitating 
opinions, will some day be cleared up, when Englishmen begin to 
realise the fact that the history of English law, and in particular 
the history of the petty jury, is still in MS. But now it is high time 
to speak of the roUs whence this transcript is made. 

There are in the Record OflSce two rolls containing the Glouces- 
tershire business of this eyre. Let them be called A and B. 

Roll A is among the Coram Rege Rolls, and may be had by 
asking for Coram Rege Roll^ Henry 3, No. 13. It is a set of 24 
membranes. The first is the roll of essoins taken at Gloucester. 
The second is headed Placiia de Itinere apud Glouc, anno R. H, 
quinio ; this and the six next membranes contain the civil business 
done at Gloucester. The ninth has the civil buiness done at Bristol. 
With the tenth this transcript begins. The list of amercements 
begins on the 2ist membrane. 

Roll B is among the Assize RoUs and is known as

It is a set of 20 membranes. The first is headed Placita de

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Ilinere apud Gloucesiriam anno H, Regis secundi^ quinio, It begins 
wilh civil business done at Gloucester. The seventh parchment 
has the civil business done at Bristol. With the eighth begin the 
pleas of the crown, which come to an end on the nineteenth. The 
twentieth has some civil pleas, and possibly is not in its proper 
place. This roll has no list of amercements. 

The latter of these roUs is in very good condition, while in the 
former the lower part of almost every membrane has suffered badly. 
In general the damage has not gone far beyond the margin, and 
only some twenty or thirty cases are very seriously mutilated. 
Again, while B seems for the more part the work of one hand, at 
least some four different clerks have been employed upon A. The 
strips of parchment in A are in general both longer and wider than 
those in B, and perhaps hereafter, when a sufficient number of rolls 
have been examined, this fact may prove to be of some significance. 

The relation between these two roUs is intricate and curious. 
The parts of them which contain pleas of the crown have been 
carefiilly compared. In general they agree word for word, and 
that too both in what seem to be blunders and in some very 
strange phrases, Uteral translations of English colloquialisms, and 
the like. Again, in both there are what shall be calied posiscripis^ 
that is to say, the clerk, having carried his report of a case to a 
certain point, has passed on to another case, and afterwards he, or 
some other clerk, has gone back to the former case and added 
some new facts, the verdict of a jury or the like. In many 
instances the fact that a passage is postscript is very obvious, for 
the scribe had not left enough room for the additional materials 
and was put to shifts for space. What is clearly postscript in one 
of the roUs is generally postscript also in the other. Further, when 
a phrase has been introduced into one by interlineation, a similar 
interlineation is often found in the other ; when a word has been 
stnick out in one it has often been struck out in the other also ;

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when the erasing knife has been used on the one it has sometimes 
been used on the other also. 

But while the agreement about words is generally perfect, in 
spelling there is great divergence. This may be noticed even in 
common words ^ ; but as to names of places in no way famous 
the two roUs as oflen as not disagree about the spelling of them, 
and sometimes the variance is very marked indeed. Apparently 
the scribe of each roll was in this matter quite dependent on 
his ear. 

Again, the verbal agreement is not perfect. Generally it is quite 
perfect in the report of any story, whether told by jurors or litigants, 
and for some most curious turns of phrase we have the authority 
of both rolls. On the other hand, in the common forms of 
judgment and the like there is habitual but immaterial divergence ; 
thus one clerk will, for a while, steadily v/v\iQ judicium murdrum^ the 
other, et ideo murdrum ; one, exigatur ei utlagetur, the other, inter- 
rogetur et uilagetur ; in A the phrase de nocte is very common, in 
B it is almost always represented by noctu, 

But from time to time the divergence between the two goes 
beyond these small matters. One roU will supply some fact or 
some bit of reasoning not to be found in the other, and though in 
general it is A that gives the fuller report, still this is not always the 
case, and B occasionally supplies what is lacking in A. 

Lastly, there are some in^tances in which the order of the entries 
in A differs from that in B. Among the pleas of the crown this is 
mostly found in connection with a statement that the jurors are in 
mercy for concealing pleas (pro concelamento loquelarum), and it 
looks as if each clerk had introduced the belated presentments 
where he could best find room. In the parts of the roUs which 
contain civil pleas there seems to be still greater disagreement 
asto the order in which the casesshall be introduced, and it is not 
improbable that the introductory matter of the cases which were 
going to be heard was sometimes written down before the proceed- 
ings in court took place ; thus the clerk had mapped out his roll 
by writing e.g. *the assize comes to testify whether William 
disseised Roger; the jurors say,' before the jurors had said 
anything, and then, as the jurors brought in their testimonies, 
the gaps which had been left were fiUed up.

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The most plausible theory therefore as to the relation between 
these two rolls is, that neither was copied from the other, but that 
the two were kept by clerks sitting side by side, whose duty it was 
to produce records perfectly harmonious about all matters of 
importance. The spelling of a local name was of no importance ; 
whether one should write exigatur or interrogeiur was of no im- 
portance : but it was of great importance that the rolls should 
agree about the very words of witnesses, parties, jurors. 

With regard to the postscripts it should be observed that, with 
one exception (an account of duels at Hereford and Worcester, 
found in B but not in A '), nothing has been written on the roU of 
crown pleas that may not have been written in Gloucestershire. 
Among the civil pleas there are a few cases of later postscripts 
from Hereford, Worcester, and even from Westminster. As a rule, 
however, there seems to have been no attempt to 'make up a 
record,' i.e. to present continuously the successive stages of each 
case. Only what happens in Gloucestershire is put on this roll, 
though it may be no more than that the parties are adjoumed 
to Hereford or to Westminster, 

There is therefore little to choose between these two roUs. But 
on the whole A, though mutilated, seems" rather the more worthy 
to be the subject of a transcript In the first place it gives us, and 
B does not, the list of amercements, which is of great value, if we 
are to have a complete picture of the eyre ; and in the second 
place the main part of this roll has apparently been used in the 
drawing up of this list of amercements. In A there are not a few 
cases in which the text states that so and so is in misericordia^ and' 
the abbreviation mia is duly entered in the margin ; but afterwards 
a pen has been drawn through this symbol, and occasionally a 
reason is given why there is to be no amercement : the person 
is dead {pbiit), or is poor {pauper\ or is pardoned {perdonatur\ or, 
for some reason or another, is not to be fined (nichif), These 
marks and notes are much more frequent in A than in 6 and 
suggest that, when the time for assessing the amercements came, the 
former roll was used as the basis of the work and the body of that 
roU was brought into harmony with the list of amercements by a 
process of correction. So again postscripts are more common in 
A than in B ; for instance, when both roUs have told us that John is 
to be kept in custody {custodiatur\ A wiU add that afterwards he made 
fine {finemfecit) ; apparentiy therefore Ahas been posted "up to the

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end of the Gloucestershire session, and we have in it the very 
latest intelligence. Lastly, it may be noticed that amongst the 
civil pleas A has several enrolled instruments, deeds of grant and 
the like, which B has not. Again, it records the election of the 
coroners, which B does not It looks therefore as if A was the roU 
which was to be kept in the treasury ; the roU which would check 
the sherifiTs accounts ; the roU to which a Utigant might hereafter 
appeal as estabU^hing some matter of record. On the other hand, 
B may be a roU belonging to the judges in general, or to some 
judge in particular. 

And now the transcriber must give an account of his 
doings. I have copied from A when A was legible, and when 
the margin of A was damaged so that an entry on that roU 
wanted but a few words to make it perfect, the corresponding 
words have been suppHed from B. I wish now that I had more 
carefuUy noted the exact amount of help derived in this way from 
B, but it has been smaU. Whenever the entry in A was at aU 
seriously mutUated, the corresponding entry has been copied from 
B, and the entries thus taken from B may be known by the [B] 
placed before them in the text, 

In the foot-notes attention is drawn to the material differences 
between A and B, material, that is, in a lawyer's view ; but of merely 
verbal or Uteral differences I have in general made no note. This 
transcript does not profess to be worthy of any phUologist's or 
grammarian's attention. If these roUs are worth editing as speci- 
mens of medieval Latin (iheir value as such must, I should imagine, 
be very small), they must be edited by some one much more 
leamed than I am. 

It is a difficult question how such a document as this is best 
transcribed and printed. On the one hand, absolute fidelity seems 
to require the use of type which shall, as far as possible, reproduce 
the marks of abbreviation which are very freely used in the original. 
But such type is repulsive to modern eyes, the use of it is expen- 
sive, and, after all, though it may confine the transcribefs chances 
of blundering within somewhat narrower Umits, it still leaves a large 
room wherein his ignorance and carelessness may display them- 
selves. In this case again the document itself is in the safest custody 
and is easily accessible to most of those who would really care to 
read a facsimUe of iL Therefore the most opposite course has 
been taken, and I have endeavoured to write out in fuU every abbre- 
viated word. This certainly has given me abundant opportunities 
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for making mistakes of many kinds. The abbreviated words are 
very numerous, and the clerks in their haste have made great use 
not only of the regular stenographic signs, each of which has a 
sp>ecific meaning, but also of the indiscriminating dash, which, when 
drawn over the end of a word, may stand for almost any termina- 
tion. It is not improbable that in many cases these have been mis- 
interpreted, especially when the abbreviated word is the name of a 
place. To make a first-rate copy of such a roll as this would 
require knowledge of many kinds, granmiatical, etymological, his- 
torical, geographical, antiquarian, to which I can make no claim {ei 
ideo in misericordia) ; it must be enough if I have not misrepresented 
matters of law. 

The abbreviated words written in the margin of the roU have not 
been expanded, but have been printed in what is something like 
their original form. These abbreviations are easily intelligible. The 
chief are these : — 

mla, nne, = misericordia, misericordie ; some person or persons is 
or are to be amerced. 

tfans = transgressio; some one has committed a trespass,or rather 
a misdemeanour ^ 

ad jud = ad judicium ; a judgment is to be given against some 
one. 

cap = capiatur ; some one is to be taken into custody. 

custod = custodiatur ; some one is to be kept in custody. 

exig, utlag, utdus, = exigatifr, utlagetur, utlagandus ; some one 
is to be put in exigent and outlawed.

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The foUowing liberties have been taken with the text. The cases 
have been numbered. Arabic numerals have been used instead of 
Roman ; instead of xiii s. is printed 13" (13 shillings) ; and instead of 
3im m is printed \^ (a half-mark, 6« 8<i). More small stops have 
been inserted than there are in the original ; but this has not been 
done when there seemed the least danger that the change would 
determine the meaning of an ambiguous passage. I have not been 
particular about the use of capital letters, which in the rolls are 
sparingly employed by some scribes and lavishly by others. 

For the faults of this book no one . but myself is answerable. 
Nevertheless I must thank Mr. Selby of the Record Office for having 
assisted me in the reading of some words. It has been my happy 
fortune to leam from Professor Vinogradoff very many things 
which have made Bracton's book far more intelligible and interest- 
ing to me than it was before ; I hope that I have only heard in 
advance what he will soon make known to the world. From my 
friend Frederick Pollock I have had not only the kindest encourage- 
ment, but also ready help out of many difficulties.

The first entry is an amercement of two of the coroners ; but in A 
this is stnick out and alibi is written, for the amercement has been 
entered elsewhere^ namely, at the beginning of the civil business. 
Perhaps their default (defcdta) consisted in not being present at the 
opening of the eyre. 

I. Bracton says (f. 1 35 b) that at the beginning of each eyre there must 
be an inquiry as to the mode in which Englishry is presented, since the 
customs of diflferent counties are different. Here is one small proof of 
his trustworthiness. There is a similar note of the county custom at the 
beginning of other Iter RoUs. 

cerviBia is constantly used to mean, not ale, but an ale, a feast, 
e. g. a bride-ale. See Skeat, bridal. 

Beotam fooere, to make suit or pursuit. 

per Beotam MatillidiB, at the suit of Matilda. 

4. prepoBitUB, the reeve. 

rapuB, apparently this was the word in common use for rape; 
Bracton uses rafitus, See Du Cange, rafpusy rapus^ etc. Our rape 
is not from the Latin rapere (Skeat). 

5. invenit hoB plegioB. Only one pledge is named; probably the 
clerk expected a second name. The reader must be prepared for this 
sort of thing. 

manucapere aliquem, to take a person in hand, to undertake to 
produce him, to become his manucaptor. 

6. attaohiare, to take and keep hold of. A man may be attached by 
(per) his goods and chattels, as when they are taken as a security for 
his appearance, or by {per) another person who becomes surety for him. 

7. raciouabiliter, duly. 

8. abjturavit regnum. For the law about sanctuary and abjuration 
of the realm see Bracton (f. 135 b). Abjuration seems to have been 
very common. 

rettati : rettare or retare (sometimes rectare)^ to accuse, generally 
supposed to be a word of Teutonic origin : but Diez refers to reputare, 
I think that in this roU a man is rettatus when he is of bad fame, although 
he has not been indicted {indictatus), or appealed {appellatus), In 
this case certain persons are rettatiy but the jurors do not believe in 
their guilt. 

II. This entry has becn confused by the intrusion of a postscript. 
An order is made for the oullawry of Roger ; then it appears that two 
townships know where he is : then an order is made for his apprehension. 
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Then in Roll A a passage has been interpolated, stating how it was testi- 
fied that Roger was not guilty, and how Richard of Clopton made fine 
for him ; but the clerk had not room to interpolate the names of Roger's 
pledges, so he tells us to see below (plegti ejus standi recto inferius) and 
finds room for the names at the end of the entry. This procedure is 
not uncommon, and the reader must take a generaJ waming that some- 
times the end of a case appears before the middle. 

12. Emma the appellor is dead ; Philip the appellee pays to have an 
inquisition and the jurors acquit him. Seemingly he is acquitted by the 
same jurors who are in trouble for not presenting the appeal, namely, the 
jurors of Kiftsgate hundred. 

15. seouta ftiit ad duos oomitatus, she had sued him in two (suc- 
cessive) county courts. He could not be outlawed until the fourth, or, 
according to another mode of reckoning, until the fifth, county court, 
until i. e. he was quinto exactus. See Bracton f. 125 b.

20. The story, as told by the county, is this :— Adam sued Clement in 
the hundred court for carrying off hay to the value of five shillings, 
against the sheriffs peace : Clemenfs defence was that he bought the hay 
from Adam's mother, and it was adjudged in the hundred court that 
Clement might make his law, i. e. establish his defence by his oatb sup- 
ported by the oaths of compurgators : this he was to do in the county 
court ; but when he came there with his compurgators {cum legesua)^ and 
was just going to make his law, Adam attempted to change the charge 
into one of felony, mentioned the king's peace instead of the sherifTs, 
and declared that Clement was just going to perjure himself and 
commit robbery by means of perjury. When the appeal comes before 
the justices Clement first (as the fashion is) traverses the whole charge, 
then pleads his facts specially, and produces his suit, his witnesses, and 
Adam's mother, who is willing to warrant that she sold the hay. 
Clement puts himself on a jury for these facts ; but there is no need of 
a jury, for the justices, having heard what happened in the local courts, 
declare that the appeal is null, probably on the ground that Adam by 
first suing in the county court has shown that there was no felony ; but 
seemingly Adam's case was open to many objections. A very similar 
case will be found below No. 99. 

It faas been suggested to me that 
this curious phrase contains a reminiscence of the classical meaning of 
elevare, Adam asserted that Clement was not a person who should be 
allowed to swear, was not oath-worthy, law-worthy.

29. feinario ; fenaria is a bam ; Ducange also gives fenarius, fenerius, 
fenerium. I am not sure that I have read the word correctly. 

30. oareta, cart ; caretarius, carter. 

32. oum toto pisoey with all the fish ; chargiata, loaded. 

33. Terra Normannorum. The lands of those Normans who, 
when John lost Normandy, chose to be Frenchmen instead of English- 
men were forfeited. As to the forfeiture of Pinnockshire see Rot. Cl. 
i. 5 b ; it is one of the few little districts that long kept the name 
of shire. 

35. 'X\i\&John Marshall is probably the nephew of the great Earl and 
a distinguished leader among the insurgent barons. 

et petit aibi allooari, and asks that this may be allowed him. 
This seems the technical phrase for introducing a plea which shows 
that the accusation must fail. See Bracton, f. 119, where it occurs 
repeatedly. William de la Chambre is not tried ; he pays ten marks, 
and finds bail that he will appear in case an appeal is brought. The 
charge against him of having murdered Simon of Segre is repeated 
in 254 by the jurors of the hundredof Cirencester; this doubtless isthe 
explanation of the words in the margin of 35, which I hesitatingly read 
as item in Cirencestria, 

38. As to the forfeiture of Hayles see Rot. CI. vol. i. 12 ; the same 
volume will give facts about this Eudo de la Jalle, or de la Gaile as B 
calls him. 

40. This is a case of treasure-trove ; but since only five pennies were 
found it is treatcd as trifling. 

45. hachia, aohia, an axe, hatchet. 

49. It was unlawful to change market-day without^royal licence, unless 
the change was from a Sunday to a week-day. People were beginning 
to think that Sunday marketings were wrong. See Hoveden, vol. iv. 
pp. 124, 169, as to the preaching of Eustace of Flay. 

50. An early case of collusive conveyancing. The tenants on the 
king's manor come and sell {veniunt et vendunt) their lands to the 
monastery or the hospital, and then take back their lands to hold of 
the monks or hospitallers. Then, when required to perform their police 
duties, e. g. as ale-conners, custodians of the assize of bread and beer, 
and the like, they set up the monks* privileges, and the monks excom- 
municate the sheriff. The monks probably have charters which free 
their tenants from suit to hundred courts and so forth. The imme- 
diate recourse to excommunication is very characteristic of the time. 
(See Pearson, Hist. vol. ii. p. 55.) 

52. The jurors of the borough of Winchcomb say that Marinus is 
accused (rettatus) of homicide ; he pays two marks to have an inquisi- 
tion as to his guilt or innocence : then the jurors of two neighbouring 
hundreds are called in, and all say distinctly that he is not guiity. He 
buys the privilege of being tried by twenty-four jurors in addition to 
the twelve nho have presented the matter. 
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53. As to killing a thief taken in the act, compare this case with 89 
and 362. Wiliiam did not dare to face the legal consequences of his 
act ; perhaps he had not caught the thief hand-having. Robert the 
parson (persona) cannot be amerced because he is dead.

68. The ways which the parson straitened (estreciavit) were not 
the king*s high ways, so there was no purpresture or encroachment on 
the king^s rights, consequently no plea of the crown. Dicitur autem 
purprestura vel porprestura proprie, quando aliquid super dominum 
regem injuste occupatur, Glanvill, lib. ix. cap. 11. 

69. Fleta (f. 53, 54) says that a woman can bring an appeal for the 
death of her unborn child ; Britton (vol. i. p. 1 14) says that she cannot, 
See also Bracton, f. 121, and Stephen, Hist. vol. iii. p. 32. Sir S. 
Clarke, in his notes on the first book of Fleta, p. 82, cites a roll of 45 
Henry 3 in favour of such an appeal. Clarke's (anonymous) book is 
too little known. 

71. In A there has been a great deal of correction and interlineation. 
Seemingly the appeal was first brought by John Robertson^ or, at 
least, the clerk supposed that he was the appellor; but then for his 
name that of Nicholas Parent has been substituted, and consequent but 
obscure alterations have been made in the description of the goods. 
The truth seems to be that Nicholas was in the house as John Robert- 
son's farmer, and as such was the proper person to prosecute an appeal 
of robbery, even though some of the goods belonged to John, for the 
appeal must be brought by the possessor whether owner or not (see 
Holmes, Common Law, p. 168). Martin Ball, the appellee, first tra- 
verses the whole charge and then pleads that he was acting as servant of 
the Abbot of Evesham, that the Abbot was entitled to possession of the 
house, and that John Robertson has brought an assize of novel disseisin 
which is pending. The appeal is adjudged null ; the assize will give 
John the chattels if he is entitled to them (Glanvill, xiii. 9). It seems to 
have been no uncommon thing to attempt to use the appeal of robbery 
for the purpose of trying title to land. See 100. 

de forcia. The accessories of a principal criminal are his vis and 
his forcia ; to appeal a person defacto is to accuse him as principal, to 
appeal him de vi or de forcia is to accuse him as accessory (see 87). 
The appeal against the principal does not lie {non jacet),

73. Philip is an approver (probator) ; he is a confessed thief and 
appeals three other persons (see 74, 75) of complicity in his crimes. 
The first of these is William, and since William is not in frankpledge, 
has no lord to answer for him and simply denies the charge, he is forced 
to fight Philip. The case gives a good proof of Bracton's fidelity to his 
authorities. He says (f. 152) that a man appealed by an approver of 
participation in theft or other felony need not fight if he is in irank- 
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pledge, has a lord who will warrant him (qui ipsunt advocaverit)^ and 
is willing to put himself on his country that he is a true man. Si auiem 
in decenna non fuerit nec dominum habuerit qui advocet eum^ et 
patriam recusccverityforte tunc cum omnia bona ei deficiant^ ei per hoc 
par sii appellanii, procedat inter eos duellum. In Bracton*s time this 
rule, that a man appealed by an approver may go to the country instead 
of fighting, was seemingly a survival, since every appeilee had choice be- 
tween the two modes of trial; but in 1221 this rule about an approver's 
appeal may still have been an exception to the general nile that an 
appeliee must fight.

phrase in common use. 

The marginal notes which seem to show that Philip began his three 
appeals in three different counties are from B. I do not think that 
they were in A.

81. Robert of Gotherington, who is acquitted of this crime, had been 
arrested and imprisoned at Gloucester ; in 1219 he paid a mark to the 
king and was bailed out to twenty-four lawful men of the county 
(Excerpt. Rot. Fin. vol. i. p. 34). 

83. et villata oognovit» and the township confessed that they did 
not raise hue and cry, and that no suit was made to the hundred court, 
and that they did not report the matter to the coroncrs. 

87. At the outset a question arises as to whom George has appealed as 
principal {defacto) and whom as accessory (de vi). It is proved that he 
has all along appealed Thomas as principal and Estmar as accessory. A 
variance in this matter would have been fatal to the appeal (Bracton, 
f. 141); but there has been none. Then George wants to pursue his 
appeal as a maimed man (as to this see Bracton, f. 142-143); but the 
court decides that he is not maimed. Seemingly Thomas wants to be 
tried by the country ; the jurors think him guilty, and it is adjudged that 
there must be a duel at Hereford on the 2ist of July. Then B adds 
what happened at Hereford ; Thomas was vanquished, blinded, and muti* 
lated. An order was then made for the production of Estmar the 
accessory. He was to be produced at Gloucester, which town perhaps 
the Judges revisited on their return from Hereford. Then follows in B 
another postscript, which perhaps tells the story of a duel at Worcester 
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(which town was certainly revisited) between George and Esttnar, But 
this is obscure, because, according to the roll, Thomas is again the com- 
batant. George is again victorious, and his enemy is blinded and 
mutilated. 

Possibly the story does not end here though the record does. Under 
this very year laai the Worcester annalist reports how barbarism was 
tempered by miracle. A certain champion (pugil), by name Thomas of 
Eldersfield, was blinded and mutilated, but rendered whole and sound by 
S. Wulstan. He then became professed and lived long and honourably ; 
whence the verse, 

Sexu privatus fit vir ; videt exoculatus. 

The Tewkesbury annalist tells the same story under the same year. 
Probably, however, it relates to some champion {pugil) in a writ of 
right ; but at least the case belongs to this eyre. S. Thomas \ Becket had 
worked a very similar miracle ; the story has lately been told by Mr. 
Justice Stephen (Hist vol. i. p. 78). It may be that these horrible 
sentences were not always very punctually obeyed. The allusion in the 
margin of B to the Assize of Clarendon is not very intelligible ; but as 
to loss of hand and foot see Assize of Northampton, sec. i. 

89. Eivina gets back the bundle (saccus,fardellum) of stolen goods, 
because the thief was still seised of them when he was killed; probably 
if the thief had waived them, cast them away in his flight, they would 
have belonged to the king. As to the lawfulness of killing a thief com- 
pare this case with 53, 362. 

tulit latrocinium : the words latrocinium and furtum often 
stand for the stolen goods. 

92. Observe these heavy fines inflicted when there was death by mis- 
adventure. 

96. batellUB, a boat. 

99. An appeal of robbery: the substantial defence is, I am your 
landlord and took the goods in distress {in namium), It would probablyy 
however, be a mistake to suppose that this appeal, which is very 
like No. 20, is adjudged nuil on the ground that the appellee took the 
goods under a belief that he had a right to take them. The appeal is 
adjudged null on proof of what happened in the county court, namely, 
that the goods having been replevied, the appellor had sued for damages, 
counting on the sheriflfs peace and only referred to the king^s peace when 
it had already been adjudged that the appeliee might make his law in 
proof of his not having detained against gage and pledge (contra vadium 
et plegium), The decision in this case and in No. 20 is not that 
the appellee has not stolen, but that he has not been duly appealed. 
This is an early account of replevin proceedings. Gounty court pro- 
cedure was not expeditious. 

100. This case was compromised by leave of the court. In the civil 
part of the roll (A. memb. 6 dors.) there is the record of an assize of 
novel disseisin brought by this 5aw«tf/against' this Sibilla. The question 
really was whether one Serlo had enfeoflfed his younger son Gilbert 
(SibiIIa's late husband) while his elder son Samuel was in Palestine. 
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This is one of several cases (see 20, 99) in which an appeal of robbery is 
brought to enforce what seems a merely civil claim. The compromise 
entered on the civil roll was de omnibus piacitis tam de roberia quam 
de assisa, Notice SamuePs plea that Sibilla is a married woman. 

ohalo, a coverlet, counterpane; tela lineay a linen cloth; 
peplum, a wimple ? toaillay a towel. 

101. This is a striking case. The Bassets, bearers of an honourable 
name, wounded Geoffirey of Sutton at an ale. He appealed them at the 
next county court and then died of his wound. His widow, Cristina, 
took up the suit and pressed it in two couuty courts. But then a peace 
{pax) was made in the old fashion, and seemingly was sanctioned by the 
sheriff ; there was a marriage and a marriage settlement. The widow 
discontinued her suit, and John, the son of the dead man, is one of the 
jurors who say nothing about it. But it is too late in the day for this 
sort of thing ; a murder is not a mere wrong. Robert, the only Basset 
who appears, puts himself on a jury. The jurors and four neighbouring 
townships find him guilty and he is hanged. The widow and son of the 
dead man make fine. It seems, from the amercement rolls, that three 
other Bassets, Geoffrey, John, and Henry, paid a fine of 10 marks, and 
found pledges for their appearance in case any should appeal them. 

The townships which try Robert lie at the extreme east of the county, 
and Sutton (under Brayles) is a detached bit of Gloucestershire, which is 
surrounded by Warwickshire. 

In the margin of A near the end of this case there are a few mutilated 
words ; they seem to be the names of somebody's pledges, and one of 
them is Josephus de Mariscis. 

106. Bioardus homo Qaufiridi is outlawed ; Ricardus de la Busseye 
makes fine. The latter hadin 1220 paid a mark for being bailed out to 
twelve men ; he had been in prison at Gloucester, under the charge of 
having slain Henry le Poer (Excerpt. Rot. Fin. p. 50). 

110. FoBt venit et retraxit se, i. e. Robert the appellor refiises 
to go on with the appeal. I now see that in A, William the appellee 
makes fine. 

The two fragmentary entries that follow on this in A relate to (i) a 
death by misadventure, and (2) an amercement of the jurors. 

desilavit eum de equo buo, unseated him from his horse. 

orbos iotus, blind blows as opposed to wounds ; see Du Cange, 
ictus orbus: Bracton uses the phrase f. 144 b. 

111. What in the end happened to the heroine of this queer tale I 
have not been able to discover. She distinctly refused to put herself 
upon a jury, but to all seeming was tried and found guilty of having com- 
passed her husband^s death. It will be observed that she was questioned. 
The case is adjoumed to Westminster for judgment ; the same course is 
taken in 254. There is a writ (Rot. Claus. vol. i. p. 383) directed to 
the judges who went to Kent in 12 18, bidding them adjoum difficult 
cases : — * You are to decide all easy cases (loquelas planas) which come 
before you, but any claims of franchises and other difficult cases (loquelas 
arduas) you art to adjourn before our council (coram consilio nostro) 
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at Westminster/ Probably the present case is loquela ardua because 
Matilda will not submit to trial. 

In reckoning up in the Introduction the amount of penal justice that 
had been done> I ought to have noted that criminals were sometimes 
removed from the counties to London, in order that justice mightthere 
be done upon them by the king's court. Thus, in 12 19, there is a close 
writ to Ralph Musard, bidding him send two outlaws who have been 
caught to the Fleet prison under a miiitary escort (Rot. Claus. vol. i. pp. 
396, 397), and in the next year there is a writ to the Abbot of Malmes- 
bury bidding him hand over a thief, who has tumed approver, to Musard 
the sherifT; and then there is a writ to Musard bidding him have this 
approver, and some other prisonersy before the justices at Westminster 
{^lbid, pp. 428, 429.) 

117. piletuB, pilettus, the bolt of a cross-bow. 

melleta, medleia, a medley, a fray ; see Diez, mischiare, 

124. For some reason or other the manors of Gotherington, Wick 
(Abston) and Sodbury, are privileged to behave like hundreds. 

126. pependit per etiveram, hung by the stirrup. 

127. Finltnr sicut patet, eto ; see 301 tor the end of this case. 

128. Dominus BathoniensiB {BcUhon)^ I supposethe ^'f^/7/of Bath. 
For other cases of clerical privilege see 168, 181, 259, 294. 

The county declares the custom to be that the hundred in which the 
wounded man dies pays the murdrum. So Leg. Hen. Prim. 92, § i : — 
Si quis vulneratus in alium hundredum eat, et ibi moriatur, et ad mur- 
drum veniat, illic persolvatur. 

non levavit uteys, did not raise hue and cry. 
petit ouriam suam. . . . et habet, claimsthe right to try John in 
his (the bishop's) court Christian, and the claim is allowed. 

John is told that, even though he may make his purgation in the 
bishop*s court, he must keep himself within his cloister. 

134. Hugh of Vivoniay lately constable of Bristol, was in 1221 sene- 
schal of Gascony. There is a writ directing that this fine of ioo«. due 
from Tiringham shall be paid to Hugh (Rot. Claus. vol. i. p. 522 b). 
The offenders in this case probably belonged to the garrison of Bristol. 

149. falda, a fold, sheep-fold. 

150. Both rolls begin for a while to use ejurare instead of the common 
abjurare : though the one is not a copy of the other, they certainly are 
not independent of each other. 

Twelve years was the age at which a boy was to be brought into 
frankpledge and become lawful. 

154. oooasione quod debuit maledixisse, because William de la 
Mare had slandered king John, at least so Gio said. 

156. redempoionem de omnibuB placitis oorone, ransom for all 
the pleas of the crown. 

161. Here /ohn distinctly refuses trial by his neighbours. The jurors 
are against him, but I do not think that this is regarded as a trial. The 
order first made is that he be kept in custody, but afterwards he buys the 
right to find bail who will have him to right ; perhaps Isabella can go on 
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with her appeal if she likes. I doubt whether general inferences should 
be drawn from cases in which there is talk of the war time ; the judges 
are making peace and have a large discretion : see 15, 35, and 181. 

male attomatus, in effect this must mean maltreated ; in twoother 
cases (434, 455) cUtomare or atomare is used in the same sense. So far 
as I know this is very uncommon in our law Latin, in which attomare 
generally means to turn to, as when a landlord attoms his tenant to a 
new landlord, or a tenant attorns himself to a new landlord ; my cUtom- 
atus is the attorney whom I have put in my tum. But the French have 
a word more in point : —

163. in orto monialium, in the garden of the nuns. The word 
monaliutn in the printed text should be corrected. 

174. non potest dedioere, Bracton uses this same phrase in the 
same context (f. 137). In theory there is here no trial at all. The 
criminal who is taken in seisin of stolen goods, or in seisin of the bloody 
knife {saisitus de cnipulo sanguinoknto), is seised of his crime (saisiatus 
deroberia vel latrocinioy Ass. Clarend. c. lay scUsitus de murdro velia- 
trocinio vel roberia vel falsoneriay Ass. Northam.c. 3), and is notallowed 
to defend himself either by his body or by his country. Bracton says that 
this was constitutio antiqua; probably he refers to the Assizes of Clar- 
endon and Northampton, which sanctioned a rule of far greater antiquity. 
Seealso Nos. 189, 394. 

175. Thomas Rochford had never, I think, been sheriff, but he was 
deputy-sheriif early in John'8reign. It seems to me that thistale about 
the golden penny was at the least fifteen years old. Observe that two 
of the four finders are dead. 

181. This case illustrates what is meant by an indictment [indictamen" 
tum), The jurors of Bradley having been charged to arrest the suspects 
(malecrediii)i Elias is arrested upon their indictment. He is brought 
before the judges, and then these same jurors are amerced because 
they know nothing against him save what happened in the war time. 

182. Viridarii, the verderers. 

183. This reference to a precedent is noteworthy. The judges have 
got with them ihe rolls of the last eyre. 

189. habeat judicium suum: this may be a euphemism for sus- 
pendatur, The case seems to be treatcd as one in which the bloody knife 
makes any trial unnecessary (see 174). On the other hand, the cuL 
judicium in the margin looks as If judgment was not yet given, nor is it 
plain to what the transgressio refers. Observe that John did notintend 
to strike Peter. 
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189. utheBium, the hue and cry. 

197. For more of this appeal see 401. 

200. Probably this means that there is no murdrum^ because the 
deed was done in time of war, and that though it was not done by 
soldiers, this makes no difference. Little stress should be laid on such 
words as et^ set^ ideo, 

205. berkeria, a sheep-fold. 

209. Giles of Braose was bishop of Hereford from 1200 to 12 16; he 
was succeeded by Hugh of Mapenore, who in 1219 was succeeded by 
Hugh Foliot. Giles was the only bishop who took part against John in 
the war ; he had cruel wrongs to revenge. The place in which he set 
up his gallows was seemingly a common pasture, but the phrase in 
communia pastura is queer. 

210. trestumavit. In Britton (vol. i. p. 81) one of the inquiries of 
the eyre is des cours des ewes trestoumezy of watercourses diverted. 
I can find no authority for what I take to be antetrestumum, but it 
must mean a rediversion, a turning back to the old course. 

213. This is the clearest case that there is on this roll against trying, 
or rather against punishing, those who do not submit themselves to trial. 
Apparently IVittiam, Atexander, and Agnes have as full a trial as any 
accused person ever has. The jurors and the three townships declare 
them guilty ; but Alexander and Agnes merely remain in gaol, while 
William is, I think, let out on bail, though this last fact is left somewhat 
obscure. (The words * committatur . . , vicecomiti ' must, I think, be a 
postscript overriding the order that William is to be kept in gaol.) For 
this B expressly gives the reason that these people did not put themselves 
upon their country; see 229. 

et pater suus ftiit consenciexiB. I take it that pater suus is 
Willelmus pater Alexandri. 

216. Britton says that one guilty of arson is to be bumt, vol. i. p. 41. 
Mr. Nichols, in his note on the passage, refers, through Sir Samuel 
CIarke's Fleta (p. 36), to this very case of Wittiam Mitter, which seems 
to be the one known case in point. Observe that the county court had 
the king^s writ authorizing this punishment. 

grangia, a barn, a grange. 

217. The county is careful to state that Peter was caught in posses- 
sion of the stolen lambs, and that the owners made suit. Probably 
without this the county court would have had no jurisdiction (Bracton, 
f. 150 b). 

The jurors' false presentment may consist in this, that they did not 
say what became of Osbert after he was committed to Jordan Scotmodi. 
For more of this Jordan Scotmodi see 246. 

220. rettum, accusation. 

225. tria fruetra vitri, three pieces of glass. 

228. bidentes, sheep. The four vills are Horsley, Woodchester, 
Rodmarton, and Tetbury. 

229. Seemingly another case, in which a man is tried and foundguilty 
by the jurors and four townships, but is merely left in custody because 
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he has not put himself on his country (see 313). It is to be noticed, 
however, that the jurors do not know to whom the sheep belonged. 

In this case it seems clear that the jurors, who say on theit* oath that 
they know William to be a thief, are the same jurors upon whose indict- 
ment he was captured. Perhaps this means that these jurors, in obedience 
to the instructions given to them at the beginning of the eyre, had 
arrested William, or perhaps they had given in his name to the justices, 
and the justices had ordered his arrest. See Bracton, f. 116, and com- 
pare No. 181. The four vills are Lechlade, Southrop, Hatherop, and 
Kempsford in the south-east corner of the county. 

231. fietleiaia, a rock, a bank. 

241. captUB pro malo retto, arrested because of his ill repute. 

ipse est oruoe signatUB, he is a crusader, has taken the 
cross. 

243. The thief having been caught with the stolen goods on him, the 
Earl of Gloucester, who had much land round Tewkesbury, claims the 
privilege of trying and hanging him ; the claim is allowed, and the thief 
is handed over. 

244. The jurors seem to be presenting what has happened since the 
session at Gloucester began. Observe how emphatically B states the 
duty of the husband to produce his offending wife. 

246. Observe that the whole county testifies 2igz\ii%tJordan Scotmodi, 
249. juzta divisas, near the boundary. 

253. ante horam veBperam. It became law, as recited bya statute 
of 1487 (3 Hen. 7, c. i), thatMf any man be slain in the day^ and the 
felon not taken, the township where the death or murder is done shall 
be amerced.' This rule, which is stated as still existing law by both 
Coke (3 Inst. 53) and Hale (P. C. vol. i. p. 448), and which has never 
been abolished, must be distinguished both from the rule about the 
murder-fine which fell on the hundred, and the rule about frank-pledge. 
It cannot be traced to any known act of legislation, and the only old 
authorities about it inprint are some of Fitzherberfs scraps. It may, 
however, be very old, and deserves a share of the attention which his- 
torians pay to frank-pledge. There is nothing in this roll very decisive 
about it, but we may note that the very commonest form of presentment 
begins,'MaIefactores venerunt de noctefetc, et occiderunt, etc.;* probably 
the words de nocte are material. 

254. The hundredors of Holeford had already charged this IVilliam de 
la Chambre with this murder (see above No. 35), and the story was not 
new, for already, in 12 18, the king had enjoyed his year and day in 
WiIIiam's land, William having fled for the crime ; see Rot. Claus. 
vol. i. p. 377. I have not been able to discover what became of him. 
Apparently the Earl Marshall is ready to establish an alibiy and certainly 
the story told by the jurors is almost too circumstantial to be true.

Thomas, who is in frank-pledge, is bailed to his pledges; Adam, the other 
appellee, is not in frank-pledge and so has to abjure the realm. This is 
in close accordance with the law laid down by Bracton (f. 15 2-1 54).« 
oamisia, a shirt ; braccae, breeches ; wimpla» a wimple.

280. Dominus Bathoniensis is, I suppose, the bishop of Bath (see 128). 

It is carefully noted that the men who were hanged were hanged for 
theft, and not for murder, and that they were taken cum furtis, This 
is probably another instance of county court jurisdiction over hand- 
having thieves. 

289. It seems probable, though of course not certain, that this case 
comes from the shrievalty of Richard Mucegros. He may have had 
the chattels in some other character than that of sheriff. Hugh Neville, 
for instance, had been custodian of the forest of Dean, and his servant 
had become possessed of some of Arnold's goods. It should be noted, 
however, that three of the persons concerned are already dead. 

Pollard had been accused (rettcUus) of adultery with Johanna, prob- 
ably in the Court Christian. It is not easy to see why Johanna should 
be fined for the death of her lover, whose death had displeased, not 
pleased, her.

294. IVatOf or Guato, was the famous legate ; Sitvesterv^^ the bishop 
of Worcester (1216-12 18) ; Robert of Berkeley died in 1220. Not im- 
possibly this case preserves a trace of the interdict during which little 
respect was paid to the privilege of clergy.

295. Hugh of Vivonia had been constable of Bristol. 

296. Lucia is probably the widow of Robert of Berkeley, called 
Leticia below (see 308). 

301. This David of IVesfbury h^s been already mentioned (see 127). 
The townsfolk of Almondsbury ought to have watched the church, to 
prevent David's escape.

308. The widow of the king*s tenant in chief ought not to marry 
without the king's licence (see John's charter, c. 8). A heavy fine is 
imposed, but the lady was wealthy. 

316. Roger refuses to put himself on the neighbourhood, but never- 
theless is hanged. 1 am not sure, however, that the case supports the 
general proposition that a man can be tried if he refuses trial. Roger 
had broken his fetters (Jirgias) and run to a church, and this may be 
treated as equivalent to that seisin of a crime which makes an inquest 
unnecessary (see 174). Stress is laid on the fact that Roger left the 
church voluntarily, because, if he had been dragged from it, then he 
must have been put back again into his sanctuary. Probably in conven- 
cione omnes habeni eum suspectum merely means all with one accord 
suspect hira ; for una voce used with the same meaning see 394 and 414. 

324. Seemingly a question arises whether the abbot is bound to pro- 
duce a servant whom he has merely hired by the day ; see Bracton 1 24 b, 
as to who constitute a man's mainpast. 

328. The trial by jury is noticeable, because Walter is not charged 
with any felony. 

330. Here again the accused refuses trial by jury ; but the testimony 
of the jurors and of the townships is taken, and they say that he is 
guilty, giving as one reason for their belief that he will not submit to 
trial. Unfortunately his mistress, Petronilla, interferes and buys him 
permission to abjure the realm.

383. Henry de Vere had held a gaol delivery (see 374), but when I 
do not know. The ordeal of water (judicium aque) was still in use. 

394. This case has been transcribed from A by Palgrave (Common- 
wealth, p. clxxxvii), and made known to all by Mr. Justice Stephen 
(Hist. vol. i. p. 359). I find that I have supposed myself to have read 
what Sir Francis Palgrave left unread, namely, the interlineation in A, 
which seems to be preterquam de visu, A number of persons say that 
they saw one William kill the other. The four townships attest the 
same fact, but cannot say that they actually saw it. The words, if I am 
right about them, are of some little interest. 

The criminal was taken in the act, holding the weapon with which he 
did the deed, so there is no need for him to submit to trial. Indeed 
he cannot do so, non potest defendere, For similiar cases see 174, 189. 

396. The complicated story seems to be this. Walter killed William 
and was outlawed. Walter's brother Adam was, or was said to have 
been, appealed by Jacob and by Martin. Jacob's appeal is backed by 
Henry Bigod and Henry Nesse, and Martin's appeal is backed by Hugh 
Chark, that is to say, these persons were desirous of fighting if Jacob or 
Martin died or made default. (As to contingent and supplementary 
appeals of this kind see Bracton, f. 138 ; evidently the phrase si de A,B, 
male contigerit was the technical phrase proper to be used in such bub- 
sidiary appeals). When, however, it comes to the point, Jacob with- 
draws his appeal, confessing it was groundless. He has to pay a fine of 
40' and find twelve sureties Ihat he will keep the peace. His backers, 
the two Henries, do not appear, and a capias goes against them. Then 
Martin denies that he ever appealed Adam ; the coroners' rolls, how- 
ever, show that he did, and the order is that he and his backer Hugh be 
kept in custody. Then, however, the county contradicts the coroners 
and says that Martin never appealed Adam, and so Martin (the rolls 
say Walter, but this is a mistake) and Hugh go quit. It is noticeable 
that the judges believe the county rather than the coroners' rolls ; as to 
this see Bracton, f. 140 b. 

As to Adam, there is now no appeal against him, but he pays a sub- 
stantial sum for an inquest and is acquited. Seemingly he is tried by 
the twelve jurors of Blidesloe, the same jurors who are amerced for not 
having presented the appeals. What would have happened to him if he 
had not made the payment? It seems probable that the testimony of 
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the jurqrs would have been taken, and, being favourable to him, he would 
have gone quit. Still it may wcU have been prudent to give the king 
ten marks. (See 343 and John*s Charter, c. 36).

404. crannoo, oreimook, a measure ; but what measure, and whence 
the name ? See Ducange, crannocus^ crannoca. 

405. The variance between A and B might suggest that Gio de 
Cigogn^ and Gio de Cfaanceaux were the sanie «person ; but the clause 
in John's charter which banishes them makes it clear that they were 
distinct. 

412. This entry has been made on roll A in large bold characters. 
Apparently these four persons had been coroners for some time past, 
Afterwards (465) Hugh of Cullardvill fines to be removed from his office, 
and seemingly there is a new election. 

414. Roger had often impounded (imparcaverat) Henry's beasts 
{averia). Compare 416, in which another death has foUowed from a 
like cause. Henry refuses trial, but to all appearance has a trial in the 
regular form and is found guilty ; he pays a fairly heavy fine and is 
bailed. Apparently no more will happen to him unless some one 
appeals him (si quis versus eum loqui voluerit). He is very leniently 
treated; I think that he has a powerful friend who finds the 6o* 
for him. 

415. This deodand upon condition is curious. The judges must 
have had a large discretion in these matters. The Lanthoney Abbey 
often mentioned in this roll is of course the Abbey close to Gloucesteri 
not the Abbey in Wales,

434. Observe that this story is about twelve years old, per quandam 
diem dominicam que fuit per tres septimanas ante Natale, This use 
of per seems very strange, but I can make nothing else of the text ;

that there was a dispute. The phrase is again used in 436. 

Et quesitus quam sectam ipse fecit ; the inquiry must be 
made of Hugh the appellor, not of Peter the appellee. 

Peter is compelled to go to the duel although he wants an inquisition 
de odio. It seems plain that he has no right to choose trial per patriam 
instead of trial per corpus. Observe that he does not offer to pay for 
an inquest ; could he have bought one ? 
The day for the duel is the ^ist of July. 

435. This is the last of the cases in which trial is refiised. It seems that 
the accused was admitted to bail ; see 503, note 4, and the fine on p. 1 33. 

Since the Introduction to this book was written I have seen, in the 
note-book discovered by Professor Vinogradoff, two important cases 
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touching the question what shall be done with a man who wiii not put 
himself upon his country *. They are extracted from a roll that I can- 
not find in the Record Office ; they came before the bench at West- 
minster almost directly after the end of this eyre, namely, in the spring 

Of 1222. 

In the first case one John is accused of robbery and refuses to put 
himself upon his country. But he was foundseised of a coat made of two 
pieces (inventus est seisitus de una tunica partita), and one half of this 
had belonged to a certain Walter. All the men of the township recog- 
nise the coat, and all the men of the county aiid of the neighbourhood 
testify that John is a thief. And so, because John was not within the 
assize of our lord the king^, and cannot deny the coat {non potest dedi- 
cere tunicam), and has no lord who will repievy him, and there is 
nothing in his favour (et omnia bona ei deficiunt), it is adjudged that he 
is convicted and therefore, etc. There is no need to expand this etc» 
The next case is in many respects similar ; one Hugk^ accused of har- 
bouring thieves, refuses trial, and is not in frank-piedge. All the town- 
ships and all the knights of the county testify that he is guilty, and he 
cannot find pledges ; therefore he is committed to gaol in the custody 
of the sheriff. 

Now over against the first case the annotator has written : — De eo 
qui noluit se ponere super patriam set inventus fuit seisitus de latrociniOy 
et omnia bona defecerunt ei quia non in franco plegio, nec habuit 
dominum qui eum advocaret et ideo. (The sentence is unfinished, but 
there is no need to finish it.) 

The note against the second case is : — Alius eodem modo rettatus set 
non .de aliquo seisitus, et malecreditus, noluit se ponere super patriam et 
ideo committatur gaole quia non potuit invenire plegios. 

The one distinction that the annotator sees between the two cases is 
that in the one there is seisin, and in the other not. Whether these two 
cases finally committed the court to the doctrine that, when there is no 
seisin, a man cannot be tried unless he consents to be tried, remains to 
be seen. The rolls of 1221 apparently show that the matter was then 
in the greatest doubt. 

Having had occasion to mention this note-book, I must add that, quite 
apart from any question as to who the annotator was, — a question that is 
at present in the best hands, — ^there can be no doubt at all that a very 
substantial addition to the materials for our legal history has been made 
by its discovery. 

449. Two leaden coffins, full of bones, have been found ; a present of 
them is made to the lepers. 

450. The end of this entry is rather obscure, but I think it means that 
Richard Burgess (who had long been the deputy, or under-sheriflf), is 
accountable to the king for the feIon*s chattels, and for the king*s year

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and day in the felon^s land, and that the land is to be given up to the. 
Abbot of Gloucester, the feIon's lord. In 454 there is another escheat 
of land propter delictum tenentis, Now it is a question of some little 
importance whether land in Gloucester would escheat firopter delictumy 
because this bears on a very interesting and unsolved problem in our 
legal history, the origin and value of the so-called statute, Prerogativa 
Regis, According to that document (cap. 16) it is said (dicitur) that 
the lands of felons in Gloucester (the English translation says in the 
county of Gloucester, but the Latin text does not bear this out) do not 
escheat, and in Kent, ' the father to the bough, and the son to the plough.' 
As to Kent, it it is well known that the exception became admittcd 
law (Hale, P. C. vol. i. p. 360). In some way or another Kentishmen suc- 
ceeded in persuading the judges that they had many peculiar customs 
of their own, e. g. that there was no villeinage in Kent. But I am not 
aware that any notice has ever been paid to what is said in the Prerog- 
ativa about Gloucester. It will not be out of place to add that this 
would-be statute refers, for the sake of illustration, to two cases that 
must have happened in Henry the Third's reign. The one concerns Jphn 
of Monmouth, who was one of the judges at Gloucester in laai, the 
other concerns Anselm Marshall, the youngest son of the great earl, and 
the brother of the William Marshall who was at Gloucester in 1 2 a i . The 
Prerogativa would well repay a careful investigation. 

452. The town of Gloucester has to answer for this escape from its 
gaol, for the gaol is its gaol, since Walter Long the keeper of it is not 
the owner, and has no fee in his office. The gaola ville is different 
from the castrum dotnini regis (435). 

453. How did the Earl Marshall come by these chattels ? Does the 
story go back to his shrievalty ? 

459. The castellans of Gloucester used, on the first day for the sale of 
beer, to take 28 gallons (lagenas) from every brew, paying two-pence 
for them : they either paid the money down, or gave a tally {tallia^ dica) 
for it, and so long as the tally remained in the hands of the woman, (for 
of course the person who brews is a woman,) they could take no more 
beer from her. But Rochford introduced the practices of taking two- 
pence when he took no beer, of taking beer on the last day as well as on 
the first day of sale, and of taking beer from those who still held out- 
standing tallies. 

461. The charter of Henry the Second, granting thls watercourse, is 
printed in the Ghartulary of Gloucester Abbey (Rolls* series), vol. i. p. 
155 ; see also vol. ii. p. 186 for a (?) grant of the same by William the 
Conqueror. 

465. As to the coroners, see above, 412. Apparently the town of 
Gloucester has no coroners of its own ; Bristol has. 

466. et ideo habeat Judioium auum; doubtless this means ^jr/dTf- 
daturi see 189. 

471. Robert of Roppelayy whose heir answers for chattels here and in 
481, had been constable of Bristol before Gerard of Ath6e; he was 
superseded in 1208 : scc also 503. 
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472. This is the only satisfactory bit of hanging that is recorded. It 
is not clear when or by whom it was done. 

480. ne ocoasionentiir, that occasion may not be taken against them, 
that the Judges will not be extreme to mark what they say or do amisd. 
This is a fine for beaupieader, pro pulchre piacitando. These fines 
became a great popular grievance. At the Parliament of Oxford com- 
plaint was made against them : — ^ justiciarii capiunt finem gravem pro 
pulchro placitando de quolibet comitatu ne occasionetur.' Probably the 
fine paid by the burgesses of Gloucester (464) is of the same kind. 
Gloucester pays £s, Bristol, ;^io. See Stat Marlb. c. 1 1. 

481. An appeal by a sister for her brother*s death. *NuIlus capiatur 
nec imprisonetur propter appellum foeminae de morte alterius quam viri 
sui' (John's charter, cap. 54; and see Bracton, f. 148, b). But this 
appeal was begun before the charter was granted. 

486. Note that Bristol claims to be outside the police system of frank- 
pledge, yet seemingly does not rely on a charter. 

496. debuit hoc fecisse, it was said that a certain vintner of Reading 
did this, at least so the story went. For a similar use of debeOy see 154, 
debuit maledixisse de domino rege. 

498. Certain lands had been taken into the king's hand, in distress for 
land-tax, they were lying waste, no one was making suit for them, or 
claiming them as his fee. 

499. Many persons had made quays by the water-side, but according 
to ancient custom, and without doing damage to any. 

I think that B gives kaiasj but A kaios ; the former would, I suppose 
be the better reading ; see Du Cange, caya ; Skeat, quay ; the word 
seems to be of Celtic origin. 

600. The woad-mongers used to pile up the woad in the quarter 
measure above its brim, now they only fill the measure to the level of 
the brim ; this new practice was begun in the days of Peter of Chanceaux, 
constable of Bristol. 

Compare the assize of measures in Hoveden, vol. iv. p, 33: *et 
haec mensura sit rasa tam in civitatibus et burgis quam extra.' 

602. The complaint seems to be this :— of old the constables were 
entitled to buy four meses of herrings at a price two-pence less than 
that charged to others, but since Gerard's day they have exacted two 
shillings, or even more, for every last of herrings sold ; we admit the old 
custom, but ask relief against the new. 

According to the ordinance of weights and measures, of unknown 
date, which is in the statute book (vol. i. p. 204), the last of red her- 
rings is twelve thousand. As to the mesa, or messa^ of herrings, see 
Du Cange, mesa^ meisa: he gives several French authorities for the 
word : seemingly it was a much smaller quantity than the iast ; one 
French ordinance fixes it at 1020 for red herrings, and a smaller number 
for white. 

603. At the time of the Michaelmas fair merchants used to be 
allowed to sell heavy goods, wool, hides, iron, woad, outside the fair ; 
but now, for some time past, the constables of Bristol castle have imposed 
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arbitrary fines on sales made outside the fair ; they take a pound of 
pepper or even more. 

504. The tenants of the templars at Redcliff have been playing the 
part of the bat in the fable; when the judges were in Somerset (13 18-9) 
they claimed to be Gloucestershire men, and were allowed to depart ; 
now that the eyre is in Gloucestershire they want to be Somerset 
men. 

506. As to the other articles of the e)re, the jurors can only report 
some deaths by misadventure. 



THE AMERCEMENT ROLLS. 

1n the foot-notes I have tried to connect the amercements with the 
cases in respect of which they were inflicted. There are a few that I 
cannot explain, and there are a good many cases in which the liability 
to an amercement has been declared, but no amercement is actually 
imposed. I imagine that the judges had a wide discretion in this matter, 
and that many excuses were accepted. It should be noted also that, 
according to the old authorities, the murder fine was the heavy sum of 
46 marks, or nearly £11 \ about this the Leges Edwardi, Willelmi, 
Henrici Primi agree : but as a matter of fact, in this roll a hundred, no 
matter how many murders there may be against it, pays for them all 
with a comparatively trifling sum. 
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
